NAZI FURY AT PRECAUTIONS 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


The Fascists have been hard hit by the arrest of so many 
of their leaders. It was expected by them that Mosley, and 

rhaps one or two others, would be interned sooner or 
later; and arrangements had been made to keep propaganda 
work goimg in such an eventuality. But the wholesale 
arrests which have been made will, I believe, badly cripple 
Blackshirt administration. 

Local branches were never autonomous in the same sense 
as in other ‘political parties. They are rigidly tied to 
headquarters through the district leader, and are dependent 
upon headquarters for propaganda material. The closing 
down of headquarters will therefore have a serious effect. 

Serious, too, will be the cffects of the arrest of the women 
Fascists, for the B.U.F. was concentrating on women to 
take over more and more of the work following on the call- 
up of men for military service. 

In Bethnal Green, the East End headquarters of the 
B.U.F., the Blackshirts were furious when the news came 
through. But those to whom I spoke did not believe that 
Mosley would be interned for long. “He will be out soon.” 
one said to me. “Why do you say that?” I asked. “~ Look 
at the military position,” he replied 

In a broadcast last week, the New British Broadcasting 
Station, a German propagandist station, referred sympathe- 
tically to the “large number of British patriots who have 
been arrested because they could not agree with Churchill.” 
The Nazi speaker said that Mosley and Beckett had long 
“been known as patriotic opponents of the Government, 
and therefore, he suggested, they could not be astonished 
at the Government's attempt to get rid of the opposition 

The Nazi was surprised at the arrest of Captain Ramsay, 
whose “ disinterested patriotism,” he said, “ was not only 
beyond dispute but expressed itself in such a conventional 
manner.” Ramsay's connections with “ The Right Club 
were referred to, and the German propagandist said that he 
had committed the “ great crime of addressing a number ot 
private meetings on finance.” His association with ~ Major 
General Fuller, Lord Wellington, Ernest Bennett, Graham, 
and Sir Jocelyn Lucas ” were mentioned by the Nazi. 


U.S. WATCH ON FIFTH COLUMN 


Rapid approval is expected by the Legislature, THe TIMés 
reports from Washington, for the President's transfer of the 
Bureau of Immigration and Naturalisation from the Depart- 
ment of Labour to the Depariment of Justice. In a 
message to Congress Mr. Roosevelt spoke of the startling 
developments abroad as making it imperative for there to 
be a fuller control over aliens in the United States whose 
activities conflicted with the public interest. There are at 
least 3.000.000 residents in the U.S.A. whose allegiances are 
to foreign Governments, and a number of organisations, 
like the German American Bund, which use American 
citizenship to forward the interests of the country of their 
origin. 

A denunciation of anti-Semitic and subversive elements 
was made by Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (the “G-men”’), addressing a B'nai 
B'rith convention. He attacked those who used the Constt- 
tution as a part of their “ international confidence games 
under which they hid while seeking “to rob us of our 
American heritage.” 


CANADIAN SWOOP ON FASCISTS 


The Canadian police have raided the headquarters and 
homes of leaders of the anti-Jewish National Union Party, 
which is headed by the notorious Adrien Arcand. None of 
the Party leaders was found. 


SOUTH AFRICAN QUISLINGS WARNED 


Action against Quislings in South Africa was fore- 
shadowed by Colonel C. F. Stallard, Minister of Mines, 
speaking at a banquet of the Keren Hayesod at Capetown. 
“ We are not going to tolerate any Quislings in this country, 
Colonel Stallard declared. “We may appear to be giving 


them too much rope, but if they overstep the mark they 
will be given short shrift.” 


3,900 WOMEN INTERNED 


Problem of Maintaining 
Domestics’ Dependants 


FAMILY SEPARATION 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


On Monday afternoon, it was announced by the Home 
Office that all women enemy aliens—that is. Germans and 
Austrians-—between the ages of 16 and 60 with B certificates 
were being interned. Some 3,500 women, 1,500 of whom 
lived in London, were affected. They are being interned 
in the Isle of Man, and will be allowed to take with them 
their children under the age of 16. 

As the result of this latest Order, there are now no B 
category aliens between 16 and 60-—-men or women—left 
free in the whole country. Just a fortnight ago, all male 
enemy aliens in this category were interned. 

[he only enemy aliens now free are men and women with 
C certificates—-they number about 59.000-—who live any- 
where except in or near certain areas on the southern and 
eastern coast. Enemy aliens im these Special Areas have 
all been interned. 

[ understand that in addition to the above Order, in 
certain districts where there ace military and industrial areas 
the police have been instructed to inform all Germans and 
Austrians that they must leave within 48 hours or be 
interned. 


Agitation Continues 


The agitation for the internment of all remaining enemy 
aliens still continues: but I beleve that their internment 
will, as in previous cases, be dependent upon the military 
situation, 

\ large number of women in this B category were 
domestics. Their internment means that very serious prob- 
lems of maintenance will have to be considered by refugee 
organisations. Almost two-thirds of all Austrian refugees, 
for instance, are women, because it was easier for them to 
be admitted into this country. They could come in as 
domestics, whereas the men had to find guarantors who 
would be responsible for their maintenance and all 
expenses arising out of their immigration and subsequent 
re-emigration. 


Supporting Relatives 


It is estimated that about 10 per cent. of the women were 
supporting relatives, because it is a fact that the domestic 
is economically best situated among the main categories of 
refugees. The average wage of a domestic ts about 17s. 6d., 
exclusive of board and lodgings. The wage is usually not 
less than 15s. a week, the minimum permitted by the Home 
Office. I was told of a 33-year-old civil servant, now a 
domestic, who supports her father; of a 43-year-old house- 
wife. a domestic, who supports her father and brother, of 
a former clerk, now a cook, who supported her husband 
in Belgium and her mother elsewhere. 

Apart from this, refugee organisations -while loyally 
supporting the Government decisions and fully appreciating 
the necessity for them—feel that the wholesale internments 
have been somewhat ruthlessly done. Many refugees have, 
for instance, been pulled out of bed and given no time at 
all to settle any affairs. I have heard of cases where land- 
ladies have taken advantage of this to take possession of the 
refugees’ belongings. The refugee has no redress at the 
moment. 


One Plea on All Sides 


In France. three days’ warning was given to refugees that 
they would be interned, and they were allowed to take with 
them 60lb. of luggage and food for two days. In this 
country. the first internments were so hastily done that some 
refugees could not be traced for some little while. In this 
way. some refugees who had permission to leave this country 
for the U.S.A. missed their boat, because when the police 
handed them over to the military authorities no one knew 
where they were being taken. 

One plea I have heard on all sides: please beg that 
families should not be separated. it has been pointed out 
to me that as people have been arrested for precautionary 
and not personal reasons, there is no need to render their lot 
harder than it already is. Many of them have just begun 
to live normally en famille for the first time since they fled

NAZI PERSECUTION IN 
HOLLAND 


Dutch People Stand by Jews 


In accordance with lists submitted to the Gestapo by 
Dutch members of the Fifth Column, all Jewish journalists 
who denounced the Nazis before the invasion of Holland 
are being rounded up; and there have been wholesale 
arrests of Jewish industrialists and merchants on charges 
that before the invasion they helped the Allies in the 
blockade of Germany. 

Reports are also current that several arrested Jews have 
been shot. 

Simultaneously, the Nazis are trying to destroy Dutch 
unity by setting the non-Jews against the Jews. But the 
Dutch people, with the exception of the Fifth Column pro- 
Nazis, are refusing to respond to anti-Jewish incitement. 
Once again, the Nazis are telling the people of an invaded 
country that they have come to liberate them from “ Jewish 
domination” and that the British Forces helped only the 
rich Jews to remove their diamond stocks and gold and 
silver from Holland. The Dutch, however, are treating such 
propaganda with contempt. Many non-Jews are assisting 
and shelicring Jews who are in danger of falling into the 
hands of the Nazis. 


Epidemic in Amsterdam 


A radio message from Amsterdam has stated that owing 
to the influx of refugees from the provinces an epidemic has 
broken out in the old Jewish ghetto. This necessitated, 
it was stated, the removal of most of the refugees from that 
part of the city. It appears that, apart from congestion, 
starvation is also contributing to the spread of the epidemic. 
The Nazis requisitioned all food immediately on entering 
the city. 

A Geneva report states that the headquarters of the Jewish 
communities of Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and [The Hague 
have been closed by the Gestapo 


NAZIS NEED JEWISH DOCTORS 
Unable to Cope With Wounded 


The number of wounded German soldiers who have 
arrived in Vienna from the front rs se large, says a Budapest 
report, that the authorities are unable to provide sufficient 
“Aryan” doctors to attend to them. And so, despite the 
Nazi ban on Jewish doctors. the authorities have been 
obliged to ask a number of them to attend to the wounded. 
They are said to be working night and day.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
Annual Meetings and Elections 


This week and last, most of the Constituent Syna- 
gogues of the United Synagogue held their annual and 
election meetings. They were characterised in many 
cases by pleas to members not to forget, in spite of 
war conditions, evacuation, and so on, their financial 
obligations to the Synagogue. Decreases in income were 
fairly general. Llections at most Synagogues were 
purely formal, the candidates being unopposed, while 
very little new blood was introduced into the various 


offices. 
GREAT 


Mr. Cyril J. Ross, Financial Representative, presided at 
the first part of the annual meeting of the Great Synagogue 
and Dr. Israel Feldman, Warden, at the later part. 

Mr. Ross presented the accounts. The deficit last year, 
he said, was £433. He hoped in the coming year. 
with a reduction in the expenditure for local requirements of 
some £300, to reduce the deficit to not more than £228. If 
outstanding accounts could be paid the deficit could be stil! 
further reduced. Details of the Funeral Expenses Scheme 
had been circulated to the members, and 200 had now 
joined. 

Dr. Israel Feldman, the Synagogue’s representative at 
the Board of Deputies, gave a report of the work of the 
Board, and Mr. S. Klein, one of the Synagogue’s representa- 
tives on the Council of the United Synagogue, gave a report 
of the work of the Council. 

Dr. Feldman said that this year, 1940, was the 250th 
anniversary of the establishment of the Great Synagogue. 
In normal circumstances, they would have had a celebration 
in connection with that historic event, but they could not 
do that at present. They had undertaken to get the history 
of the Great Synagogue written by Dr. Cecil Roth.

He much regretted, he said. that a number of mem- 
bers were not fulfilling their Obligations to the Synagogue 
and that had an adverse ct upon its prestige and 
influence. Referring to the service abroad as a Chaplain to 
the Forces of the Rev. B. Cherrick, their Minister, he said 
that in his absence the Rev. A. Melinek had taken over his 
duties at the Synagogue. (A special message was received 
from Mr. Cherrick.)

Moving the adoption of the annual report, he said that 
Owing to the war a number of their activities had to be 
suspended, but the essential services of the Synagogue were 
being continued. Their Minister, the Rev. Philip Cohen, 
had undertaken Chaplaincy duties which necessitated his 
being away for a great part of the week, so the United 
Synagogue had arranged, with the Board's approval, for 
Mr. N. L. Herman, the Secretary of the Hampstead Syna- 
gogue, to perform the duties of Acting Secretary, and the 
Rev. E. Nemeth to act as Assistant Minister.

PAN-ARAB FEDERATION 
RUMOURS 


And Arab-Jewish Friendship Facts 


[From our Correspondent—JeRrusaLem) 


Rumours have become prevalent here lately, apparently 
emanating from Arab circles in Egypt, Syria, and Iraq, that 
the scheme for creating a Pan-Arab Federation in the Near 
East under Anglo-French tutelage is being given favourable 
consideration in high quarters. No mention is made of the 
Jewish National Home in the framework of such a 
Federation, but it is assumed that the “ National Home ” in 
its present dimensions would be perpetuated, if the sugges- 
tion of the present form of Federation was accepted. 

While such talk is still “in the air,” active progress is 
being made in Palestine itself in developing harmonious 
inter-racial relations. The latest example is that Arab 
sportsmen have joined the Palestine Football -Association 
(composed largely of Jewish teams). British Army and 
Police football clubs have already been federated with the 
Palestine Football Association; and now comes the news, 
reported with satisfaction in the local press, that two Arab 
clubs have registered their membership and from next 
season will take part in Palestine League competitions. 
Their lead in so doing is bound to be followed. Jewish 
and Arab football matches with British referees will be- 
come popular events. 


PRAYERS FOR THE ALLIES 


On the occasion of the Empire Day of Prayer on Sunday 
the Chief Rabbis Herzog and Uziel sent the following 
telegram to the King: — 

“ Jewish people throughout the Holy Land to-day offered 
devout prayers for your Majesty and the British and Allied 
nations. May He, in whose hands rest the destinies of men, 
grant strength and victorious achievement to all engaged in 
the valiant struggle on behalf of the preservation of human 
civilisation and the re-establishment of law and the quality 
of mercy in international relations.” 

Similar messages were addressed to Queen Wilhelmina, 
King Leopold, and the French and Polish Governments. 


NATHANYA’S GIFT TO THE TROOPS 


The Nathanya Council has without charge handed over 
to the military authorities the stadium site, a plot of 45 
dunams, situated between the colony and the camp, to be 
used as an Army sports ground, 

Three bathing-beaches along the shore southward have 
been prepared for the use of the troops. Sun-shelters and 
buffets have been erected and work has been completed on 
the first tennis courts. 


DEVELOPMENT OF MOUNT CARMEL 


An increase in the consumption of water from six cubic 
metres daily during the winter months of the year 1929 to 
800 last summer shows the rapid development of Mount 
Carmel during the past ten years. , 

About ten years ago, the Carmel Water Supply Co-opera- 
tive had fifty-three members and fifty-six consumers. At 
the end of last year. members numbered 372 and consumers 
1.105. The number of houses increased from fifty-three 
to over 400. and the number of inhabitants from 200 to 
over 5,000. 


NON-INFLAMMABLE LAMPSHADES 


Messrs. Hauskind Bros. have developed at their Tel-Aviv 
plant a new process of combining cloth with glass, in gluing 
chintz and plate-glass together under high pressure, and 
are now producing a new kind of lampshade, called 
“Orgavan.” These shades cannot be scorched or burned, 
and they are washable and splinter-proof. 


DUTY-FREE ALCOHOL FOR HOSPITALS 


By a Government order exempting medical institutions in 
Palestine from payment of excise duty on locally produced 
alcohol. it is believed that a considerable fillip to local 
manufacture will be given. | 

The anomaly has hitherto existed of exemption from 
Customs import duty on alcoho! but the imposition of a high 
excise (£P100 per ton for a net value per ton of £P40 to 
£PSO0). The three large Jewish medical institutions

Cholim (Sick Fund)—use 20 tons of pure alcohol yearly.

The choir 
has also sung for a new film of Palestine which is shortly 
to be released. 

The financial position of the movement remains desperate. 
Chaverim have besa making spirited efforts to alleviate the 
position, but with the depleted number of seniors available, 
the results have made no appreciable difference to the 
position.

THE FASCIST ARRESTS 


Removing a Danger to State 
Security 


MANY NOTORIOUS JEW-BAITERS 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


The arrests of leading Fascists and others, during 
the past week have fully justified the policy of Jewish 
Defence put forward in these columns. From the very 
outset, when Jew-baiting became for the first time in 
the political history of this country a main plank in 
the platform of a political party, Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 
has exposed not only anti-Semitism but those elements 
in this country which have been fostering anti-Semitism 
for their own political ends. The defence of the Jews, 
it has become evident, is bound up with the defence of 
democratic institutions; and that is why THe JEWisH 
CHRONICLE reported the activities not only of openly 
anti-Semitic organisations but also of bodies like the 
British People’s Party, the British Council for Christian 
Settlement, “ Information and Policy,” and many others 
which denied any anti-Jewish bias. 

The arrests of Mosley’s Fascist assistants, which began 
on Thursday of last week following the amendment of 
Regulation 18b of the Defence Regulations, are still 
proceeding. According to the amended Regulation, the 
Home Secretary may order the detention of members 
of organisations which have had associations with the 
enemy or are subject to foreign influence or control and 
which may be used for purposes prejudicial to the 
national security. 

In a statement in the House of Commons, Sir John 
Anderson, the Home Secretary, made it clear that this 
action had been taken not on account of any opinions 
held or expressed by the B.U.F., nor on account of 
their propagandist activities, but because of the danger 
that the organisation might be used in the execution of 
acts prejudicial to the security of the State. 


Captain Ramsay's Record 


Captain A. M. Ramsay, M.P., and Mr. John Beckett, 
Secretary of the British People’s Party, were also arrested 
on Thursday of last week, but it was announced that their 
arrest was not connected with the arrest of members of 
the B.U.F. 

Captain Ramsay, whose arrest came first, is Conservative 
M.P. for Peebles. He is a well-known anti-Semite, and 
was connected with the Right Club and with the Nordic 
League, an organisation which held drawing-room meetings 
in Mayfair at which forgeries like “ The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion” were studied. He was particularly fond 
of tabling anti-Jewish motions in Parliament. He had con- 
nections with the Patriot, an anti-Jewish weekly. Last 
year, he was a speaker at a meeting organised by that 
paper and held at the Wigmore Hall, Wigmore Street, W., 
at which Lord Redesdale, Mosley’s father-in-law, was 
announced as Chairman. Captain Ramsay's wife told a 
‘Press representative last week: “There is no secret about 
our activities. They have been anti-Jewish, but since the 
war there has been no question at all of any contact with 
Germans of any sort or hind.” 


The B.U.F. Round-up 


Mosley was arrested at his flat in Dolphin Square, S.W., 
and was taken to Scotland Yard, and thence to Brixton. 
He ts to be lodged, it is declared, in Liverpool Prison. 
The police searched his house in Grosvenor Road and his 
country home at Denham. Bucks. 

Special Branch men also raided the headquarters of the 
B.U.F. in Great Smith Street, Westminster. Every room 
and all papers and documents were examined. The book- 
shop on the ground floor, in which I have often bought 
literature, has been closed by the police. But ‘ast week’s 
AcTION still appeared. 

The arrested men and women have the right of appeal 
to the Home Office Advisory Committee, of which Mr. 
Norman Birkett, K.C., is Chairman. If their appeals are 
unsuccessful they will be detained indefinitely at the dis- 
cretion of the Home Secretary. They are detained for 
“custodial purposes and not for punitive purposes” and 
will be kept away from convicted prisoners. They are 
allowed weckly visitors, they may write and receive letters 
(subject to censorship), may wear their own clothes, and 
may work if they wish and be paid for it. 

The majority of those arrested will be familiar to readers 
of THe JewisH CHronicie, for their names have appeared 
in this column on many occasions.

“INFORMATION AND POLICY ” 
Links with the B.U.F. 


An interesting event last week was the closing down of 
the offices in Sicilian Avenue, Southampton Row, W.C., of 
the publication INFORMATION AND Po.icy. Its directors were 
Lancelot Lawton and Norman Hay, who issued their news- 
sheet at fortnightly intervals. Lawton has also contributed 
articles to ACTION. Regular weekly meetings have been 
held since the beginning of the year. One which I attended 
at a restaurant near Caxton Street, W.C.. was addressed 
by Lord Lymington, of the New Pioneer. Captain Ramsay 
and Mrs. Elam are said to have been connected with 
Lawton’s organisation. 

In reporting the last of these meetings, the Dam.y Tee- 
GRAPH AND MORNING Post states that the speaker “ began 
to advocate specific Nazi doctrines. With a supposedly 
scientific anthropological argument, he advocated purity of 
breed, controlled marriages, referred to the ‘English 
mongrel,’ and said with sadistic pleasure: *‘ Those of other 
races here are only to be trodden on.’ ” 

“When he had finished speaking,” the report went on, 
“a man describing himself ‘a peer of the realm who had 
not got a penny,’ said that he was pro-Lord Tavistock and 
pro-Mosley. ‘I do not wish to incriminate others in m 
views,’ he said, * but I am not at war with Germany. I will 
not fight, and I incite others not to fight. If I am shot it 
will be by English dogs, servants who are paid by Jews. 
They will be the traitors, not me.’ ” 


The “ New Pioneer.”

THE DAY OF NATIONAL PRAYER 


Greatest Congregations Within 
Living Memory 


ALL BUSINESSES CLOSED 


Chief Rabbi’s Sermon 


So great were the crowds attending the special Inter- 
cession Services at Synagogues all over the country last 
Sunday, the Day of National Prayer, that vestibule and 
entrance doors had to be kept open so that standing 
worshippers could hear the service from outside. 
Orthodox and Liberal, Ashkenazi and Sefardi, all joined 
devoutly in the heartfelt prayers offered up for the 
victory of right and justice over the barbarities and 
cruelties of the Nazi evil. 

Reports from every centre with a Jewish Community, 
large or small, show that almost never within living 
memory have congregations been so large, and indicative 
of the profound emotion were the tremendous numbers 
that queued up for admission, in some cases for as long as 
two hours before the service was due to begin. Such was 
the experience at the Great Synagogue, London. — 

In London and the provinces, thousands of Jewish shops 
which are usually open on Sundays were closed and many 
Jewish social events which had been arranged for that day 
were cancelled. The famous East End street market, 
“ Petticoat Lane,” was also closed for the day. 

At the New Synagogue, Chapeltown, Leeds, where the 
service was arranged by the United Hebrew Congregation, 
the worshippers were computed at over 2,500. Over 2,000 
people attended at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue in London, 
and two services had to be held to accommodate this large 
congregation. At the Hampstead Synagogue, where the 
Chief Rabbi preached at the special service, the congrega- 
tion numbered 1,250. In the 600 who attended the Wilson 
Road Synagogue, Sheffield, were a number of non-Jews. 


Collections for Red Cross 


After the services at many synagogues, collections were 
made for the Red Cross and various Comforts Funds for 
the Troops. 

In the course of his sermon at the Hampstead Synagogue, 
the Chief Rabbi said: 

“Nazism is the enemy of man, and our whole spiritual 
heritage—human brotherhood, human freedom, human decency 
—is being jettisoned by the pirate captains of the Nazi ship of 
State. 

“ The terrible fate of Poland, and the appalling atrocities to 
which the Jewish and non-Jewish inhabitants alike are subjected 
in that unhappy land, show what inhuman slavery is in store for 
the victims of the Nazi fury. We lament the temporary eclipse 
of Holland: but, remembering that on its soil were vindicated 
humanity's highest principles of tolerance and liberty, we feel 
that the destiny of such a nation is quite other than to remain 
the slave of godless and brutal barbarism. And the only hope 
for Holland's resurrection, as for the resurrection of all the 
other murdered nations, lies in Britain’s solemn resolve to dare 
all things and endure all things that the tyrant’s power be 
shattered. 

“ May the prayers that ascend this day from every House of 
Worship throughout the land hallow that resolution and help 
to crown it with victory.” 


*A DREADFUL RESULT” 


Ministers’ Lack of Response to an Appeal 
JEWS’ COLLEGE SPEECH DAY 


Only one reply had been received to a letter addressed to 
Ministers on the subject of the appeal for the religious 
education of Jewish children, said Dr. Nathaniel Lucas, 
President of the Jewish Religious Education Board, speak- 
Tn at Jews’ College Speech Day, on Sunday, at Woburn 

ouse. 

For some time now, he said, it was the layman who had 
been leading and pushing on the Minister in the matter of 
religious education. There was, as they knew, a special 
appeal going on for religious education. He had written a 
letter which was to go out to all the members of the 
congregations a begging letter, if they liked — and they 
thought it would be a good thing if they got the Minister 
of each congregation to write a short letter giving that 
appeal his blessing, without, however, making any direct 
request for money himself. They accordingly wrote to the 
Ministers—and had received perhaps one reply. He con- 
sidered that result dreadful. Unless they put their shoulder 
to the wheel and obtained the money for the Hebrew and 
religious education of the coming generation, the word 
“Jew” would cease to have any real meaning. 

Dr. Lucas also said he wondered how many of the 
Ministers and Rabbis to-day were intimate with the 
Christian vicars of their parish to the extent of asking them 
to tea, or their wives and children asking the vicar’s wife 
and children to tea. He thought it a desirable thing that 
they should. There was a tendency in the Jewish Com- 
munity to put itself into a yoluntary ghetto. The war had 
shaken the Jew to some extent out of his ghetto, and it was 
up to the Minister, he felt, to help in this shaking-up 


process. 


Mrs. Lucas presented the awards.

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Obituary 


MR. EMANUEL HERTZ 
Chief Rabbi’s Brother 


Mr. Emanuel Hertz, the eldest brother of the Chief Rabbi 
of the British Empire, died in New York on Friday last. 
He was one of America's greatest authorities on Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Born in Slovakia in 1870, Mr. Hertz went to America as 
a child, was educated at Columbia University, and was 
admitted to the New York Bar and to Federal Courts prac- 
tice in 1895 and to U.S. Supreme Court practice in 1926. 

He became deeply interested in Lincoln when a youth, 
and afterwards wrote extensively on the great President in 
books, magazines, and og rs. He presented a collec- 
tion of 20,000 volumes of Lincolniana to the Lincoln 
Memorial University, as well as 8,000 books to Knox 
College, Illinois. To the University of Jerusalem he also 
presented many thousands of books. 

Mr. Hertz helped to found the first Synagogue in 
Washington Heights, N.Y. He was active in the B'nai 
B'rith and was a member of the Zionist Organisation of 
America and of the American Jewish Historical Society. 
He was Republican candidate for Congress in 1926 and 
presidential elector for New York State in 1928. 


MR. SAMUEL HYMAN 
Devoted Leeds Communal Worker 


Mr. Maurice Myers, Chairman, Leeds Home for Aged 
Jews and Home of Rest, writes: 

A popular figure has been removed from our midst by 
the death of Mr. Samuel Hyman, Chairman of the Religious 
Services Committee and Hon. Investigator of the Leeds 
Home for Aged Jews and Home of Rest. In celebration 
of his 80th birthday recently a life-size photograph was 
presented to him by the Council in recognition of his 
services. 

He was ever a conscientious Jew and a Talmudical 
scholar and will be missed not only by his former colleagues 
and inmates of the Home but by the whole Community, 
whose affections he gained by his amicability and readiness 
to serve at all times.

PORTRAIT BUST OF LOUIS GOLDING 


I have read with surprise your art critic’s criticism of 
Louis Golding’s portrait-bust by Emanuel Manasse, which 
is now exhibited at the Royal Academy. As I am personally 
responsible for the acquisition of the bust by the Ben Uri 
Art Collection, I feel it my duty to write to you. Like the 
Academy Committee, I judged the work purely from its 
sculptural quality, which, as I understand, is the only way to 
judge a work of art. Your critic, however, finds fault with 
it because it is not like a photograph, and states that the 
“ composition ” (whatever that may mean) is not “ success- 
ful.” A little respect for my and the Academy's judgment 
would have been much appreciated. ——- Mr. Atrrep A, 
Wotmark, “ Elmwood,” North Fad Way, N.W.3.

Government’s Intelligent Attitude 


INVALUABLE SERVICES OF 


MANY 
REFUGEES 


The treatment of enemy aliens in Great Britain was the 
subject of debate in the House of Lords, when ViscouNT 
EE, 1BANK, who had given notice that he would draw the 
attention of the Government to Fifth Column activities here 
and the inadequacy of measures to control enemy aliens, 
moved for papers. He was supported by LorpD MarcHwoob, 
who urged that all enemy aliens and all aliens about whom 
there is any suspicion should be interned. He also 
demanded that no more refugees should be admitted into 
the country, as suggested by Viscount Elibank. 

Replying for the Government, the DuKE or DEVONSHIRE, 
Under-Secretary of State for India, described the methods 
adopted to control aliens and prevent Fifth Column 
activities, and appealed to the House not to be stampeded 
into adopting panic measures. 


Master of Trinity's Eulogy 


“ It is one of Great Britain's oldest traditions,” he said, “ that 
she is the friend of and provides succour for refugees flying 
from tyranny. It is a tradition which we value and which has 
been of value to us; we owe many trades in thts country to 
refugees from past tyrannies. .. . 

“| remember being very much impressed some three or 
four years ago when the Master of Trinity [Sir J. J. Thomson], 
one of the greatest scientists of this or of any other age, told me 
that since the Nazi regime had become firmly established it 
was quite unnecessary to continue to read German scientific 
periodicals. It used to be absolutely necessary tor anyone 
who wished to keep abreast of modern scientific thought and 
development to do this; but the persecution of the Jews and 
of all liberal-minded men, and the regimentation of all forms 
of thought, while not diminishing the volume of scientific writing, 
which remained about the same, so far reduced tts value as 
to make it quite worthless; it was mere repetition of approved 
Nazi textbooks. We are undoubtedly the gainers, and the 
very substantial gainers, by the expulsion from Germany of 
very many of the best elements in the country, and I trust that 
we shall never be panicked into blunting or destroying what is 
a very powerful. weapon in our hands.” 

He revealed that as a result of the internment of all enemy 
aliens in the coast districts, the Minister of Supply has 
been seriously impeded, and it would undoubtedly be 
necessary to make some releases. 

Returning to the demand for internment of all enemy 
aliens. he pointed out that “ we probably know a good deal 
more in regard to Category C aliens than we do about 
many of the neutral alien residen::.” 


Wholesale Internment Wasteful and Unjust 


The Duke concluded by appealing against panic 


“measures, 


“In times of great stress such as we are passing through it 
is Only too easy to be stampeded into adopting panic measures, 
and it 1s very understandable that the cry ‘Intern the lot’ 
should be raised,” he declared. “I trust your Lerdships will 
not join in that cry. The public safety 1s, and will remain, 
the Government's first consideration, and, as I have informed 
your Lordships, the Tribunals have definite instructions that 
when in doubt they should intern the person concerned. But 
to intern the whole of these Category C enemy aliens would 
not only be unjust and cruel—that is a minor consideration ; 
imjustice and cruelty are inseparable from war, though justice 
and kindness remain worth while so long as safety permits— 
but also it would be a gross waste of effort and man-power which 
we can ill afford in this grave emergency. 

“ We are desperately short of many categories of skilled 
workers, agricultural workers, and many forms of labour, and 
many of these so-called enemy aliens are putting their backs 
mto the cause, which is their cause as well as ours, and are 
doing valuable work. To deprive the country of their services 
and of the services of the people who would be required to 
look after them in concentration camps would be a waste of 
effort which would not be conducive to the object all of us 
have at heart.” 


Lord Haw-Haw: William Joyce 


In the course <f his speech Viscount Elibank said: 

’* There is a gentleman! call him a gentieman—who emits 

daily poison over the air from Germany at three or four different 
times a day and night, commonly called in this country Lord 
Haw-Haw. It may not be known to all your Lordships that 
Lord Haw-Haw, until he went to Germany, was a leading 
member of the Fascist group in this country. In fact, | am 
advised that he was Sir Oswald Mosley’s right-hand man. How 
are we to know that this man called * Lord Haw-Haw ‘—I believe 
his real name is Joyce, he is an Anglo-lIrish renegade traitor— 
is not receiving information from his friends amongst the British 
Fascist group in this country daily to our undoing and our 
disfavour? All I can say is that I have listened to this man 
very often—I like to hear the other side—and I have been 
astonished at the information he has sent over from Germany 
about this country and about my own part of the country, Scot- 
land, where I am mosily located—things that one would have 
thought were known only to very few in that limited area. 1 
feel that Sir Oswald Mosley has a great deal to answer for, 
and there are a great many people in this country who would 
like to see him in a place where he could do less harm than he 
is doing to-day.”

JEWISH FUGITIVES FROM 
BELGIUM 


France’s Generous Aid 


Generally speaking, while the Dutch Jews were caught 
unawares by the invasion and almost entirely fell under 
Nazi rule, many Jews in Belgium succeeded in escaping In 
time. 

lt appears that during the first days of the invaston of 
Belgium, the Government opened all frontiers and allowed 
women and children to leave; men from 16 to 60 years of 
age were retained in the country to do civilian defence work. 

Most of the refugees crossed the frontiers into France, 
others made their way to Ostend for England. The con- 
gestion at Ostend was terrible, and the city was the scene 
of most tragic sights, for thousands wanted to esca but 
only hundreds could be taken in the British ships. others 
and children were given preference. 

After the first few days of the invasion, the trek to 
Ostend was stopped, chiefly because the Government had 
requisitioned all railways f6r military purposes. The tide 
of refugees therefore turned towards France. 


In the Danger Zone 


But with their escape to France, the ordeal of these 
unfortunates had hot ended, for many of them are in that 
part of France which has since been invaded by the Nazi 
Army, or surrounded by Nazi troops. 

Approximately 10,000 Jews are among the refugees from 
Belgium who have succeeded so far in reaching France, 
according to estimates by the Federation of Polish Jews 
in Paris, .which is assisting in the relief work in connection 
with the Red Cross. 

Most of the refugees have been diverted to the interior 
of France, but about 2,000 Jewish refugees have thus far 
filtered into Paris. About 1,500, including women, children, 
and aged people, have been registered at the Paris head- 
quarters of the Federation, and are being provided with 
food and shelter. The majority of the Jewish refugees are 
Polish citizens who lived in Belgium. Many of them had 
been deprived of their Polish passports under the 
denationalisation measures of the pre-war Government. 

Professor Curt Bondi, the well-known German Jewish 
educationist and expert in vocational retraining, is amon 
the refugees evacuated to France. He was in charge 0 
selecting pioneers for the San Domingo settlement project. 

Mr: H. Aronowitz, ex-President of the Keren Hayesod 
in Antwerp, and his son Maurice, former manager of the 
Refugee Committee, have arrived safely in England. 


Help From the U.S.A; 


The American Joint Distribution Committee has given 
the Jewish Co-ordinating Relief Committee in Paris a special 
grant of 100,000 francs to assist Jewish refugees from 
Belgium now in France. 

The general needs of these refugees are being met by the 
Red Cross, and the special allocation is to be used to meet 
the particular religious requirements of the Jewish refugees 
and the legal aid which many may require. 


LUXEMBOURG JEWS ROBBED 


Jews arriving in Paris from Luxembourg report that many 
“ non-Aryans ” who failed to escape from the Nazi invaders 
have been arrested by the Gestapo officials. Jews are afraid 
to appear in the streets; but Nazi storm-troopers have 
complete lists of Jewish residents, and are looting Jewish 
property. 


FATE OF REFUGEES IN NORWAY 


Nazi Jew-Laws in Store 


Reports from Stockholm indicate that the situation of the 
Jews in Norway is much worse than in Denmark and that 
the promulgation of anti-Jewish regulations on the Nazi 
model is expected in Oslo daily. No information is avail- 
able regarding the fate of Jewish refugees from Germany 
who were unable to flee from Norway in time. All 
foreigners have to report to Nazi headquarters daily. 

A number of refugees who succeeded in escaping the 
invaders in Norway and in reaching Sweden have been 
interned. Dr. W. Kaplan-Kogan, Director of the North 
European Bureau of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
who was in Copenhagen at the time of the occupation, is 
among those who succeeded in reaching Sweden. 

Concern is felt for the safety of Issaie Dobrowen. the 
conductor, who was in Norway at the time of the invasion. 
Among well-known German Jews who had settled in 
Copenhagen and Oslo are Dr. Walter Berendsohn, formerly 
Professor of Literary History at Hamburg, Professor Hugo 
Fischer, the sociologist, and Professor Julius Hirsch, the 
economist. 

THe Times this week describes the manner in which the 
Norwegian people are conducting a moral boycott of the 
Nazis. Those who associate with them are ostracised and 
their propaganda is contemptuously rejected. At Moss. a 
town in Oslo Fjord, the Germans began by placarding a 
shop “ Jewish business,” but Norwegian housewives replied 
by flocking there and forming a queue in the street 
embarrassing the Jewish owner as well as the Germans by 
purchases on an unprecedented scale. 

Oslo, the report adds, has about 300 Jewish families, and 
the Germans have confiscated all their wireless receivers, but 
the rest of the population have as yet been allowed to retain 
theirs and listen to stations throughout the world without

NORTHERN FRANCE 
Jewish Communities Close Down 


As a result of the Nazi invasion, the Jewish communities 
of Lens. Amiens, St. Quentin, Arras, Boulogne, and Roubaix 
have ceased to function. Nearly all the Jews, who included 
also a large percentage of Polish subjects, have left together 
with the nor-Jews. Before their evacuation, the communities 
salvaged the Scrolls of the Law, most of which were handed 
over to the Jewish army chaplains. 


3,000,000 JEWS UNDER NAZI RULE 


Victims of Conquest 


The invasions of Holland and Belgium have added new 
burdens to the Jewish Community of Berlin. This Com- 
munity is now the only one which can in any way inter- 
vene officially with the Nazi Government on behalf of the 
other communities under Nazi occupation, and is also the 
only official body able to render some relief to the starving 
Jews in the new territories. 

Altogether, the various German invasions and occupations 
since the outbreak of the war have concentrated under the 
Nazi rule a total of nearly 3,000,000 Jews. They are divided 
roughly as follows:

Denmark and Norway. ... nas oes 8,000 
Holland 160,000 


The Berlin Community daily receives thousands of letters 
and appeals from Jews in Vienna, Prague, Warsaw, Cracow, 
and now also from Copenhagen, urgently asking for relief 
and advice on how to emigrate. 

The only country with which the Berlin Community is 
still allowed to communicate ts the U.S.A., which is con- 
tinually sending relief to Germany, not only for the German 
Jews but. also for those in the other enslaved countries. 
There is no doubt that American Jews are now the sole 
mainstay of these three million 'ews under Nazi rule; with- 
out American support, they would be faced with immediate 
starvation. 


RUMANIA FACES NAZI MENACE 


Anti-Semitism Out of Favour 


One result of the danger which threatens Rumania to-day 
is the cessation of attacks on minorities, and the shelving of 
action on the Jewish question. 

Although all activities of the Government are concentrated 
on strengthening the country’s defences against possible 
invasion and hundreds of thousands of men have been 
mobilised for forced labour on fortifications, there are no 
signs of panic. This is true also among the 900,000 Jews of 
Rumania, who have the worst to fear from an extension 
of Nazi rule. Tens of thousands of thém, including those 
who have been disfranchised under the revision of citizen- 
ships, are at work on defence constructions. 

Anti-Jewish propaganda has almost entirely disappeared 
from the Press under Government orders banning polemics 
directed against minorities. But the Cuzists are still active. 


“Fifth Column” Fears 


The authorities are meanwhile maintaining a close watch 
on approximately 20,000 German “ tourists,’ who are sus- 
pected of being army officers sent to organise a Putsch 
among the 600,000 members of the German minority. Most 
of the German minority are well organised in Nazi groups 
and are reported to be able to dispose of 130,000 military 
effectives. This internal enemy, representing the most 
powerful Fifth Column in any Danubian country, is one of 
the Rumanian Government's greatest worries. 

All foreigners with temporary visas have been ordered to 


leave the country or be interned. Refugees must enter 
concentration camps. 


M. Coibanu, the new Minister of Public Worship, last week 
received the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Alexander Safran, to discuss the 
Proposed new measures to regulate the status of the Jewish 
religious community. Negotiations regarding autonomy ip 
religious affairs, as demanded by the Jewish community, had been 
interrupted by Cabinet changes earlier this month, when M. 
Coibanu replaced M. Nistor. 

M. Sigmund Birman, a former President of the Bucharest 
Jewish Community, has been re-elected to that post in succession 
to the late M. Isadore Sternbach. Birman, a Bucharest 
industrialist, was formerly a representative of Rumanian industry 


in the Senate. He is President of the Union of Jewish Mutual 
Assistance Associations.

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“ROAMING ENDEKISM ” 
Polish Jew-Baiters in England 


[From a Special: Correspondent) 


Polish Jews abroad are gravely concerned over a new 
movement which has been aptly called “ Roaming 
Endekism.” 

It has been found that certain Poles who are now refugees 
in foreign countries are spreading anti-Jewish feelings of a 
violent character. This is taking place in Rumania, 
Hungary, France, and even in England. 

In Rumania, some of the Poles demonstrated their anti- 
Jewish feelings from the very first day they crossed the 
frontier last September. Rumanian Jews now complain that 
Polish refugees have spread anti-Semitism in places where 
the Jews have up to now lived in comparative peace. Only 
a few weeks ago, a Jewish manufacturer gave a party to 
local Rumanians. As there were also some Polish refugees 
in the locality he invited them too. But they refused to sit 
at the same table as Jews. 

In parts of Hungary, where Poles are living as refugees, 
anti-Jewish feelings are high, particularly in the camps for 
interned soldiers. And there are complaints among Jewish 
refugees in Rumania, Hungary, and Lithuania that they do 
not receive the same relief as non-Jews, and that consular 
officials treat them differently. 

In London, too, some Poles openly display their anti- 
Jewish feelings and spread the bacillus of Jew-hatred 
amongst the British people. There were cases where Poles 
entered restaurants and left with the loud remark: “ Let's 
go, they're all Jews here.” In a provincial English town, 
one Endek boasted that he had shot many Jews before he 
left Poland, “ because they were With the Reds.” 

What is most surprising is the fact that even around the 
Polish Embassy and consular services in England are 
grouped a number of people known for their anti-Jewish 
and anti-democratic views. Instead of considering how to 
work for Poland's freedom and joining the army to fight for 
Poland they busy themselves with working out plans of 
how to “ build Poland without the Jews.” | 

Polish Jews abroad are disturbed to find that the Endekism 
which persecuted them at home has followed them abroad. 
Of course, the number of Endeks is small. But nevertheless 
they are vocal. 


POLISH PREMIER’S ORDER TO 
ARMY 


**Anti-Semitism Must Cease ”’ 


{From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


General Sikorski, the Polish Premier and Commander-in- 
Chief of the Polish Forces in France, has, I learn, issued 
special orders for checking anti-Jewish tendencies in the 
Army as harmful to the national cause. A number of 
officers who had made themselves conspicuous by their 
anti-Semitism have been transferred, and others have been 
warned. 

While the High Command of the Polish Army maintains 
that all serving in the army are equal, and should be treated 
equally, there were some officers who had not yet become 
accustomed to the new conditions. Some of them openly 
proclaimed their anti-Jewish views, others were more 
discreet. As a result, Jewish soldiers were subjected to 
discrimination and insults. 

The number of Jews in the Polish Army at present exceeds 
by far the 10 per cent. proportion of the Jews to the total 
population of Poland. 


“FORGET THE PAST” 
General Haller’s Plea 


The Federation of Polish Jews in America recently tele- 
graphed to the Mayor of New York, Mr. LaGuardia, asking 
him to cancel a civic reception arranged in honour of the 
emissary of the Polish Government, General Josef Haller, 
in view of the rdle played by him during the anti-Jewish 
pogroms in Poland in 1919-20. General Haller has now 
replied by convening a meeting of journalists at the Polish 
Consulate and explaining to them the attitude of his Govern- 
ment towards the Jewish problem. He urged them to forget 
past errors, which he admitted. 

Their aim must now be, he said, to build a glorious future. 
In the new Poland, Jews would enjoy equal rights. The 
loyalty shown by the Jews during the war had removed all 
past misunderstandings. He agreed that the pre-war regime 
in Poland had not been a democratic one. 


ARRESTS IN SOVIET POLAND 


U.S. Government Move to Free 
Dr. Schorr 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


The American Embassy in Moscow has, | am informed, 
officially intervened with the Soviet Foreign Office on behalf 
of Professor Rabbi Moses Schorr, Chief Rabbi of Warsaw, 
who is now a prisoner in Lwow. The Russian authorities 
are said to have promised to “ investigate the case in a 
friendly spirit.” It is hoped that the Chief Rabbi will be 
released shortly. 

Rabbi Schorr escaped from Warsaw to Lwow together 
with his wife and family last September. He was arrested, 
and, after a trial, sentenced to eight months’ imprisonment. 
All attempts to obtain his release failed. Then a group 
of American Jews took the matter up with Washington, 
which promised diplomatic aid. A few days before his 
death, the late Dr. Cyrus Adler, it is stated, saw the U.S. 
Secretary of State and urged assistance.

SOUTH AFRICAN “CHRISTIAN” 
REPUBLIC 


A New Anti-Jewish Campaign 


A new movement to establish a “Christian” and “ Jew- 
free” State in South Africa has been launched by ‘Oe. 
C. J. H. de Wet, under the name of Christian Republican 
Movement. 

The Jews, according to his programme, should return to 
Palestine. “In all probability the present war will bring a 
solution of the Jewish question; otherwise the Western 
nations should solve the problem by means of a conference. 
But in the meantime, the Jews will be ‘subjects’ and not 
citizens of the Republic, and as subjects they will stand 
under strict and adequate legislation prohibiting any 
European from practising parasitism.” 

Mr. Eric Louw, the Nationalist deputy who introduced 
an anti-Jewish immigration Bill in Parliament a year ago, 

been running the campaign for an Afrikaaner economic 
bloc directed against English and Jewish South Africans.

with the Eastern European Jewish communities, especially 
with Jewish relief organisations in Hungary, Rumania, and 
occupied Poland.

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THIS SOLEMN HOUR 


THE shock of the Belgian King’s desertion has been 
severe, and the consequences of the defection grave. 
The Nazi terror has struck home once again, and the 
spectacle of the Belgian monarch cowering under the 
threat of the German hordes and weakly submitting will 
be held up by Hitler as a warning to other still hesitant 
neutrals to be wise in time. It may even persuade the 
Italian dictator that his hour, too, has struck for sharing 
in the spoils of political burglary. But there is also a 
warning to the whole world in the grim events of these 
last few tragic days: That a Royal leader should see 
nothing disreputable and disgraceful in running away 
from and leaving in the lurch the Allies whose assistance 
he had begged only a few days before witnesses to the 
terrible deterioration of public standards of conduct. 
Reckless egoism, disregard of all elementary dictates of 
honour, cynical opportunism, and a total depravity on 
the part of important leaders of States are abroad in 
human society. «They constitute a tremendous threat to 
civilisation. They are a prairie fire which, unless 
checked betimes, will devour mankind and all its 
dearest hopes. Let neutral nations take note of this 
staggering fact, and, instead of yielding in craven fear 
to the deadly menace, set themselves determinedly to 
arrest its progress. For neutrals to do nothing them- 
selves and rely on the Allies to save civilisation and 
neutral skins is abject cowardice. Stoking the flames 
is a hideous and unparalleled crime against all law, 
human and divine. 

Little is to be gained by prolonged abuse of the pitiful 
ruler, or ex-ruler, of Belgium. History, in the light of 
all the facts, will pass its verdict upon his behaviour. 
It is not yesterday, but to-day and the coming days, of 
which we have now to think, and think hard. We have 
reached a solemn moment. Britain is at a crisis of fate. 
Upon the turn which it takes will depend whether the 
whole world is or is not to be swept into unbearable 
barbarism and immeasurable pain and sufiering. What 
are we going to do about it? What can we do, save 
quit ourselves like men—men worthy of the destiny we 
wish for ourselves and those who come after us? Let 
us banish fear. “ Fears,” as we have too often recently 
seen, “do make us traitors.” Let us, under God, and 
faithful to His behests, cultivate the confidence that 
does not shrink from realities. Let us have vision, so 
that we see things in due proportion, the good factors 
as well as the bad. 

The aggressor, choosing his own time, was bound to 
snatch victories at the first onset. It is the last battle 
that counts, and Britain usually wins it. In the expressive 
popular phrase, she is “a poor starter, but a mighty 
good finisher.” Though the Belgian King has failed us 
it has yet to be proved that his subjects will follow him 
along that course. Our fleet is still supreme. Our air- 
men are incomparable. If the enemy can be held for 
the requisite period, our vastly superior resources and 
our blockade will tell their tale, and our growing armies 
will help to decide the issue, as they did in the last war. 
Time has all her favours for the Allies. But it demands 
every ounce of faith from each one of us, every ounce of 
resolution, every ounce of sacrifice. All must be adven- 
tured, all is indeed adventured, in this gigantic and fate- 
ful struggle. Beside victory, all else is trash! This is 
not only a soldiers’ war, it is a peoples’ war, and it is 
the common man, quite as much as the generals, by 
whose steadfastness and complete self-dedication we can 
hope to win through! 

_ But if each individual has his part to play, so has 
each group and each community. In this grave national 
emergency, we would address ourselves to our Com- 
munity. The sorrows and sufferings of their history have 
made many of them premonitarily sensitive to danger. 
We bid them be steady, not easily shaken, resolutely 
immune from that most infectious moral disease, panic. 
If the war should approach nearer to their own 
thresholds let them confront it with the calmness and 
courage to be expected from their high place in the story 
of human endeavour. Never forget the first and last 
object in war is to break the enemy’s will to resistance. 
The Belgian King succumbed. Holland succumbed. 
Hitler, with his unsurpassed craft, built a powerful 
propaganda machine to the intent that the whole world, 
bemused by its output, should cease to resist. Don’t 

play Hitler’s game! Don't go about with gloomy faces, 
spreading depression and defeatism. Don't join the 

contemptible mob of “chatter-bugs” who scatter 
rumours, false or true. That way lies treason. If you 
do “know,” or have “heard,” something which you 
have reason to believe is not desired to be public 
roperty, keep your information locked within your own 
som. Don't hint at it for the mere sake of looking 


important. Don’t indulge in that ugly Jewish fault of 
lavish criticism. Positive help is better than throwing 
woe at all and sundry or blaming the man at the 
wheel. 

As critical day succeeds critical day, let us bear cease- 
lessly in mind the paramount needs of the State of which 
we are citizens. To that our thoughts, our deeds, and 
all we possess and hold dear are wholeheartedly con- 
secrated. We must contribute our portion of solidity to 
the firm and unshakable block of national defence. 
One thing is certain. If the whole nation has the will 
to win and throws its all of energy, valour, and wealth 
into its effort, in unbreakable unity of direction and 
purpose, then victory, with God's blessing, will be 
nearer than many think. 

Hitler in many respects suffers acutely from the 
parvenu’s tendency to overdo things, the hall-mark, 
indeed, of the beggar on horseback. He has overdone 
his fiendish, cowardly bullying until he has raised up 
against him brave nations, able and determined to defeat 
him, and from whose men and women fear of death 
has been largely removed by the knowledge of the 
infinitely worse than death that a victory for Hitlerism 
would mean. 


THE FASCIST ARRESTS 


Tue vigorous if tardy action taken by the Government 
to ensure the country against danger from within has 
evidently met with the entire approval of the country. In 
the case of Sir Oswald Mosley and the other Fascist leaders 
now detained, the Home Secretary has made it clear that 
the arrests have been made not on account of any opinions 
held or expressed by the British Union of Fascists, or of 
their propagandist activities, but of the danger that the 
organisation might be used in the execution of acts 
prejudicial to the security of the State. The same, it must 
be assumed, holds good of Mr. John Beckett, the Secretary 
of the British People’s Party. The organisations in question 
thus remain in being, as symbols of the British love of free 
thought and free expression. But, in the absence of their 
leaders, their functioning can only be feeble in the extreme. 
Captain Ramsay, to whose anti-Jewish fervour, incidentally, 
a motion still on the Order Paper of the House of Commons 
bears eloquent testimony, was arrested under an unamended 
Defence Regulation, the first and operative section of which 
laid it down that 


If the Secretary of State has reasonable cause to believe any 
person to be of hostile origin or associations or to have been 
recently concerned in acts prejudicial to the public safety or the 
defence of the realm or in the preparation or instigation of such 
acts and that by reason thereof it is necessary to exercise control 
over him, he may make an order against that person directing 
that he be detained. 


Generally speaking, and although the latest Fascist 
electoral rebuff demonstrated the overwhelming repulsion 
felt in the country for the Fascist movement, the precautions 
now taken are eminently wise, and will have a tonic effect 
on the resolution of the people at this most critical hour 
in British history. One can only hope that they will also 
effectively discourage the subterranean Fifth Column 
activities, which are not so easily to be broken. 


“DEFENCE” MUST GO ON 

Now that a number of leading pro-Nazis and Fascists have 
been placed under restraint and there is, for the time being, 
less opportunity for Jew-baiters to push into power through 
the back-door of pro-Nazi anti-Semitism, there may be a 
tendency to believe that the Jewish defence organisation is 
no longer needed. Any such idea, however, will, on con- 
sideration, be revealed as mischievously erroneous. For 
one thing, the detention of the gentry referred to must be 
assumed to be only temporary and their present experience 
may not chasten them. For another, we have to remember 
that “the evil that men do lives after them; the good is 
oft interred” (or should we say “interned ”’?) “ with their 
bones.” The Jew-baiters sowed a lavish crop of mischievous 
slander and moral depravity during their years of unfettered 
freedom, and that crop is still bearing fruit to-day. Steps 
are therefore imperative to rid it of its malignant power. 
These steps must clearly be twofold. The first is in the 
nature of education—to undo the mischief that has been 
effected in many minds, and to free them, by providing 
factual truth, from the poison of anti-Jewish calumnies. 
For this reason the truth, spoken and written, will still have 
ceaselessly to be diffused. A sound knowledge of Jews, 
and in particular of what they stand for in this distracted 
world, must be widely spread. The second step is more 
immediately defensive. Jew and Gentile alike must keep 
fresh in his mind the knowledge the world has learnt in 
the blood and tears which the cowardly Fifth Column 
betrayals have called forth. Men and women must never 
forget that every anti-Semite is, knowingly or unknowingly, 
a Hitler agent. 


INTERNAL DEFENCE 


THESE steps carry with them a further task. It is to 
preach, day in and day out, the overmastering lesson to 
individual Jews that they are expected to live the lives they 
teach, if they are not to court hatred and contumely. That 
is an imperative work which lies to the hands of us all, but 
the direction of which should be the untiring duty of our 
defence organisation. Let it on no account be forgotten— 
least of all in these nerve-racking and dangerous days. 
Much, ‘no doubt, has been done in all these respects in the 
past. But we cannot rest on our laurels—or our pens. 
Jewish breeders of anti-Semitism are a “luxury” which the 
Community must ruthlessly cut out—and not only for war- 
time.

BRITAIN’S CALL TO YOU 

IN a letter to THe JewrsH CnHronicte this week, Sir 
Robert Kindersley, the head of the National Savings Move- 
ment, announces that during the week from June 10 to June 
15 a special campaign will be conducted throughout the 
country with a view to impressing upon everyone the urgent 
need for saving and lending to the State. He accordingly, 
and with the approval of the Chief Rabbi, asks that on 
Saturday and Sunday, June 8 and 9, reference be made in 
all places of worship to the duties of citizens in support 
of this effort. Is it necessary to impress on Jewish Ministers 
or their congregations the tremendous importance of this 
appeal? Who among them can be insensible to it, and 
who oblivious of the needs of Britain in this dread hour? 
Our beloved country is in dire peril. Surely there is none 
among us Jews who will waste a single penny that might 
help in its salvation, or grudge his last savings for the 
deliverance of the State. “It all depends on me!” is the 
saying which the Primate commends to every citizen. It 
depends on each one of us to save, to lend, to work, if the 
danger is to be weathered and humanity saved. 


ENEMY ALIEN WOMEN INTERNED 

THE internment of all German and Austrian women 
between the ages of 16 and 60 in Category B, who have 
been only subject to certain restrictions, follows logically 
on the similar step taken in connection with males of the 
same enemy nationalities. It is a move extorted by the dire 
dangers of the situation, and as such will no doubt be 
understood by those directly affected. Owing to the extreme 
speed with which it had to be carried out, it entailed a 
certain amount of hardship. But in so far as it may be 
possible, the authorities, public or private, will, we are 
sure, do their best to mitigate such effects. In particular, 
there is the case of the domestic servants among the 
refugees who have been supporting friends or relatives, and, 
still more important, the separation which has resulted of 
wives and husbands (some of whom have remained free 
because they are above the age of sixty). It would be an 
act of real kindness to people, most of whom can be con- 
fidently said to be intense well-wishers rather than enemies 
of this country, if arrangements could be made whereby 
interned husbands and wives could be placed together. 


The youths, male and female, just over sixteen, might, 
too, as an act of grace, be put into approved schools, if only 
to avoid the demoralisation which often overtakes 
adolescents when not specially catered for. As with the 
males. the internment of women is described as only tem- 
porary, and in due course, but at no longer interval, one 
must hope, than the circumstances impose, their cases will 
be reviewed. Meanwhile it is satisfactory to note that the 
internment is conducted in humane conditions which are as 
creditable to this country as they would be unimaginable 
in the land of the Huns. 


NOT INTERESTED 

THe annual Synagogue elections this week were, as far 
as can at present be seen, the same tame and dull functions 
as ever—if anything, more so. For this, the great 
events raging outside will, no doubt, be offered in excuse. 
But the excuse is .not convincing, for in times like the 
present, when religious values are in gravest jeopardy, a 
deep concern for Judaism should surely have been mani- 
fested both in the size of the meetings and in their discus- 


sions. Elections to the Deputies also took place. They 
were the same mechanical affairs as in the past. Like the 
Synagogue elections, they produced few contests. As so 


often in the past, the retiring members were told or rather 
instructed to carry on—instructed, because these elections 
mostly produce no oral effects and become a sort of dumb 
show, merely a matter of marking a ballot-paper. Worst of 
all, the new blood for which thinking men have been 


' Clamouring, the new men of experience and distinction who 


were entreated to place their services at the Board’s dis- 
posal at a moment big with fate for Jewry, are conspicuous 
by their absence. They had either not heard the clamour, 
or they were simply not interested. Perhaps they felt them- 
selves too preoccupied with weightier matters just now to 
give a thought to vital Jewish interests. Busy men in other 
communities do not take so narrow a view of either their 
powers or their opportunities. 


THE “ KIDDIES” 


At the outset of the war, THe JewisH CHRONICLE closed 
down its annual appeal on behalf of the “ Kiddies,” a few 
weeks before the normal time. It was felt that, in face of 
that calamity, domestic appeals should be limited in number 
and, if necessary, suspended. Now the period has come 
when the “ Kiddies” appeal is usually in full swing but 
when, owing to war time, no such appeal has been launched 
in these columns, Nevertheless, it has been found that 
there are special cases which ought not, even in present 
circumstances, and perhaps because of them, to be over- 
looked and forgotten. There are the older children who 
have not been evacuated and who are subjected to the 
increasing stress of war days—and nights. There may be, 
despite all intense hopes and prayers, child victims of air 
raids. Efforts are therefore being made by means of the 
Children’s Country Holidays Fund to soften the strain of 
the conflict on young nerves, or to help the injured to 
recover, if injured there must be. For this, money will be 
needed—not very much. Will our readers, who have so 
often shown their love of the little ones, spare something, 
once again, for this cause, even at this time of financial 
trial? It would help to keep alive a kindly movement, and 


be a sign that though terrors are ruthless, unbridled mercy 
still lives in the compassionate Jewish heart. Subscriptions 
should be. made payable to the “ Mentor” Memorial Fund.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE HOME FRONT 


“ The Children of Israel shall pitch every man by his own 
standard, with the ensigns of their fathers’ houses: over 
against the tent of meeting shall they pitch round about.” 

The picture of the Children of Israel encamped round 
the Sanctuary, every man according to his tribe, his banner, 
and his house, must have left an unforgettable impression 
on any spectator. Even at this distance of time, the implica- 
tions of the scene must strike one as strange, even quixotic. 

The facts of the situation are abundantly clear. The 
wanderings of our ancestors in the wilderness formed the 
most critical period of our people's history, We were 
in the throes of national birth; Judaism was still nascent: 
and there was every danger that the national infant would 
be stillborn. Israel were beset by perils on every side. The 
country they traversed was arid, inhospitable, and cruel. 
Inveterate foes, like Amalek, dogged their steps, and sought, 
at every Opportunity, to cut off their stragglers. The defence 
and commissariat difficulties were sapping the strength of 
the people.and weakening their morale. They remembered 
the flesh-pots of Egypt; they grew weary of their hardships, 
and impatient of suspense. 

Surely, in such circumstances, there was only one course 
open to Moses—to mobilise all Israel's resources and energy 
in a Herculean effort to break through the desert impasse; 
to reach his goal, Eretz Yisrael, at all costs.. Instead, the 
great liberator seemed to dally and to deviate from his 
true purpose. He enjoined, despite the absorption of 
material and effort involved, that a Tabernacle be con- 
structed; and when the Sanctuary was complete, further 
invaluable energy was to be devoted to its constant care 
and protection. Indeed, a whole tribe was to be dedicated 
to the service of the sacred fane, and the entire nation, 
duly mustered, was to make it the focal point of all its 
movements. Surely, this was an amazing procedure for 
even the “peculiar people.” Surely, in time of crisis, 
religion, like every other “ luxury,” must be subordinated 
to the overriding object of military or economic success. 

Such an interpretation of the Biblical narrative may 
appear superficially incuntrovertible. At the first blush the 
logic may seem overwhelmingly cogent and irrefutable. But 
a deeper analysis points to a wiser conclusion. Moses was 
not wrong. By his prophetic genius he realised an abiding 
law of human life. It is not man who guards the Sanctuary; 
it is the Temple of God that ever protects man. Religion 
is not a luxury, in peace or in war. It is life’s most vital 
necessity. The word of God is not a liability; it is our 
refuge and our salvation. But for the Tabernacle, Israel 
would never have traversed the wilderness; but for the 
united spiritual effort of the People in constructing and 
maintaining it, Our ancestors would have been too weak 
to. withstand their enemies; but for the Faith that inspired 
the hearts of our forefathers on their wearying journeys, 
they would never have reached the Promised Land. And 
so it has been throughout the ages. Without Judaism, 
without our Torah-Ideal, without our Hebraic Faith, the 
Jewish People would never have had the moral strength, 
the courage, nor the power of endurance to remain the 
deathless people of history. 

To-day we are again in the wilderness. Foes beset us 
on all sides; difficulties confront us at every turn. We 
are at war. Our every effort is bent to the supreme task 
of defeating the new Pharaoh who plans to extirpate Israel 
and enslave the world. This concentration of endeavour 
is right; it cannot be otherwise. No sacrifice can be too 
great if demanded by our war for civilisation. Yet let 
us not be unmindful that the very object we have so 
much at heart postulates that we do not neglect the Home 
Front. An immortal Rabbinic legend tells how the Sword 
and the Book came down to earth wrapped together—for 
some the Sword (NBD); for others the Book (NEO) 
“ Everyone to his service and to his burden.” Some of us 
to-day must handle weapons of death; let us others hold 
fast by the Instrument of Life. Some must defend the 
Western Front; let us others guard our spiritual Maginot 
Line. Let us be warned in time that religion and religious 
education, that our sacred traditions and the propagation 
of the knowledge of them must never be neglected on the 
specious excuse that war-time suspends all peace-time 
activities. Only the spirit of our Faith can give us light 
and courage in these dark and anxious days, and enable 
us to fight and work for the nobler era that peace, we hope, 
will bring. Whether it be “all quiet” or otherwise on 
the Western Front, on the Home Front we must never 
remain inactive. There are times when physical black- 
outs are a necessary evil; but spiritual black-outs are at 
all times an unpardonable iniquity. Above all, let us not 
neglect our children’s religious needs. They will have to 
shoulder the responsibility of reconstruction wWar- 
shattered world. Are we providing them with the essential 
spiritual and moral equipment, with the vision and the 
faith requisite for the great task that will confront them? 
The difficulties in providing religious instruction under 
present conditions are admittedly great; but the solution is 
not beyond the capacity of a determined Community. We 
must mobilise spiritually. We must carry the torch of 
Jewish teaching wherever our scattered children find a 
temporary home. In particular is this a sphere of work 
in which the fortitude, patience, and endeavour of our 
womenfolk are needed. It is of more than passing 
significance that Hosea, the Prophet of our Haftara, couched 
his message of hope in the feminine. Women of Israel (and 
those of our men who are not required to render military 
service), listen well to the words of the Prophet: “In that 
day . . . 1 will break the bow and the sword and the battle 
out of the land.... And I will betroth thee unto Me 
in righteousness, and in judgment, and in lovingkindness, 
and in mercies. I will even betroth thee in faithfulness; 
and thou shalt know the Lord.” 

Only on a foundation of the knowledge of the Lord 
shall our children be able to build an enduring Sanctuary 
me Peace and Happiness. That foundation we must give

DUTCH FUGITIVES IN 
LANCASHIRE 


Sixty Jewish Orphans at Wigan 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESIER] 


About a hundred and fifty Jewish refugees from Holland 
reached Wigan last week. They include some sixty 
children from a Dutch-Jewish orphanage who were brought 
over by their headmaster. 

The Rev. B. M. Casper, of Manchester, has visited 
Wigan, and has made arrangements for many of the 
refugees who. are strictly Orthodox to be provided with 
vegetarian food. Many had escaped to Holland from 
German-occupied territory. 

Arrangements are being made by the Manchester Corpora- 
tion for the reception in the city of several thousand 
Belgian and Dutch refugees. At the invitation of Mr. 
Nathan Laski, J.P., Corporation liaison officers are con- 
ferring with the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews 
on ways in which the local Jewish Community can _ best 
co-operate in the organisation of relief work. A War 
Refugees Sub-Committee of the Council has been formed, 
and makes an appeal to Jewish residents to offer billets 
for the Jewish refugees expected. It is stressed that this 
is not a charity matter, and the Government will pay, 
according to a fixed scale, for the maintenance of refugees 
in such private billets. Offers should be addressed to Mr.

Laski, J.P., presided, a large number of refugees immediately 
put their names down-for the Pioneer Corps, bringing up to 
a hundred the total number of refugee volunteers in 
Manchester. 

Many other refugees under the age of 20 or over 50. and 
thus not eligible for the Pioneer Corps, expressed their 
desire to take part. in National Service and a representative 
of the Ministry of Labour, who was present at the meeting, 
undertook to find some useful work for them.

MEETING 


Mr. Nathan Laski’s Call to Jewry 


The Mayor of Salford (Alderman A. J. Webb) and Mrs. 
Webb attended the annual meeting of subscribers at the 


-Manchester Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital on Sunday. 


In response to a welcome by the President of the 
Hospital, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., the Mayor said that he 
had looked round some of the wards and he wanted to 
thank all those connected with the Hospital for the magni- 
ficent work which they were doing for humanity. He hoped 
that both the Jewish and the non-Jewish public, whom this 
Hospital was always ready to serve, would not forget to 
give the Hospital the financial support which it deserved. 

Professor Henry Cohen, the distinguished Liverpool 
physician, supported the Mayor's appea!, and spoke of the 
fing medical talent that was to be found at the Manchester 
Jewish Hospital. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, Treasurer, said that the Hospital 
was £40,000 in debt. The past year's deficit had been 
substantially reduced by an income of £2,500 from the Laski 
Golden Wedding Presentation Fund. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree and Major Neville Blond were 
elected Vice-Presidents of the Hospital. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, in the course of a reply to a vote of 
thanks, appealed to British Jews to pull every ounce of their 
weight in the fight for victory. : 

“This great Empire,” he said, “is the only one in which 
we Jews have complete liberty of thought, freedom to carry 
out our religion, and full equality with our fellow-citizens. 
I ask every man, woman, and youth among us to seek out 
an opportunity of greater service, whether in industry, in 
civil defence, or in any other way; | appeal also for cutting 
down personal expenditure to the utmost limit and devoting 
our savings to the common cause. We must be able to 
say when victory is won that Jewry has contributed to its 
last man and its last penny to the achievement.”

LEEDS PREPARES 
Many Dutch and Belgian Jews Expected 


[From our Correspondent] 


At a meeting of the Leeds Jewish Refugee Control 
Committee last week, the intimation by Professor 
Brodetsky that he could no longer continue in the Chair- 
manship owing to his other public duties was reported, and 
the Rev. A. S. Super was appointed Chairman in his place, 

The new Chairman said that a number of Belgian and 
Dutch refugees were to be sent to Leeds, of whom a con- 
siderable proportion were expected to be Jews. The Rev. 
Isaac Cohen had consented to undertake the organising 
work. 

The Rev. I. Cohen reported that he had attended the first 
meeting of the Central Refugee Committee, convened by 
Mr. C. H. Boyle, J.P., the Lord Mayor of Leeds. All the 
voluntary organisations in the city were being asked to 
co-operate in preparing for the reception of the refugees. 
Financial responsibilities for the maintenance of the 
refugees would, it seemed, fall upon the Government, and 
would be discharged through the medium of the civic 
authorities. Nevertheless, the Community must make an 
effort to obtain as many free billets as possible, to provide 
essential social and religious services, to collect gifts of 
clothing, bedding and furniture, and to find billets in the 
houses of those who would be able to maintain refugees 
at the rates granted by the Government. These would be 
21s. for adults, 35s, for couples, 10s. 6d. for children over 14 
years of age, and 8s. 6d. for children under 14 years of age. 

Mr. Cohen said that he had already convened a meeting 
of Jewish women’s organisations, and had taken active 
steps to form a Jewish War Refugees Auxiliary Committee. 

The Rev. A. S. Super reported on a visit to the Jewish 
refugees in an internment camp which he had been able to 
make, thanks to the courtesy of the military and police 
authorities. Questions relating to their dependents and 
possessions had been gone into, and in some instances per- 


-mission had been obtained for visits by relatives. Condi- 


tions in the camp were comfortable, and everything possible 
was being done to avoid unnecessary hardship and suffering. 
The question of appeals could not be considered for the 
moment. Dependants of refugees would be given assistance, 
if necessary, under the Prevention and Relief of Distress 


-Regulations, by Public Assistance Committees, and the 


Employment Exchanges. 


Owing to unforeseen circumstances, the opening of the Ort-Ose 
Engineering School in Leeds on Sunday has been postponed.

THE END OF “LAISSEZ-FAIRE” 


Society Planned but Free 


Man and Society. By Kart Mannutim. Aegan Paul. 
16s. 6d. net. 


Reviewed by Dr. Israel Levine. 


Dr. Mannheim has had first-hand experience of the new 
political ideas of Nazi Germany, while more recently he has 
observed the very different outlook that prevails in this 
liberal, democratic country. He admits that his faith in 
democracy has revived, but he feels that the whole world 
is passing through a great social crisis. We are all, as he 
says, “sitting on a volcano.” The object of this book, 
therefore, is to plead that the democracies must put their 
own house in order, and face frankly the social issues of 
the age, without complacency. 

In a series of brilliant studies (some already published 
in German) he analyses the causes of the crisis. It Is not 
only a question of forms of government or economic 
structure. We must take into account moral and psycho- 
logical forces too. His main contention is that the old 
policy of “ laissez-faire must go. It can only lead to chaos. 
There must be planning. For the choice before us ts not 
between planning and no planning, but between planning 
on sound or false principles. 

Dr. Mannheim wants to secure a type of society in which 
there will be control without dictatorship, a planned 
economy without all the ugly features of Totalitarianism. 
He wants in short, to reconcile dictatorship and freedom. 
He pleads for planning which will stop short at the right 
moment, which will not trample on the basic virtues of co- 
operation, brotherly help, and decency. Freedom of 
thought, he urges, “is the only guarantee of social progress.” 

This is a profound study, and the value of the book ts 
enhanced by a remarkably full bibliography. 


HITLER’S SPIES IN BRITAIN 


Thrilling Story of Counter-work 


Hitler’s Spy Ring. By “E.7... Hurst and Blackett. 
10s. 6d. 


“E.7.” was a “ free-lance international spy for over thirty 
years,” but as a Briton ke determined to probe the secrets 
of the Nazi spying organisation in England. He worked 
independently of the Intelligence Service, and was fortunate 
enough to get the help of a German refugee girl who had 
very good reason to hate the Nazi regime and its vile 
creature the Gestapo. 

Between them they uncovered an astonishing network of 
German espionage in this country conducted among even 
the most humble folk. The headquarters of the Gestapo 
men in London were camouflaged as business premises, and 
there, with German thoroughness, a myriad reports on 
the smallest matters connected with public opinion in Eng- 
land were sifted carefully and the results communicated to 
Berlin. Natural, espionage of the more usual kind— 
the stealing of naval plans, for example—was also carried 
on. 
The most amazing part of this organisation, however, lay 
in the method used of iniroducing agents disguised as 
domestic servants and in other lowly jobs into the house- 
holds of persons high in the country’s service, so that the 
web gradually spread over the English countryside. 

The book's most important service is in the warning it 
gives against the incautious word that anyone may drop and 
which would be of service to the enemy—a warning that 
reinforces the same author's broadcast recently on a similar 
subject over the B.B.C.

B.E.F.’s FIRST THREE MONTHS 


Vanguard to Victory. By Skene CaTLiInG. Methuen, 6s. 
Reviewed by William Hurwitz 


Mr. Catling has put into book form his dispatches to 
Reuter's, covering the first three months of the life of the 
B.E.F. in France. 

He has included his controversial dispatch. about the 
number of Jews in the B.E.F. However his figures were 
obtained, a journalist of Catling’s eminence and experience 
should have realised that they would be fastened upon by 
every enemy of our people, and indeed they were repeated 
and placarded by anti-Semites in this country and other 
lands in a most vicious manner. Luckily Dayan Gollop’s 
tour of the B.E.P. last February soon convinced the 
authorities of the large numbers of Jews in the B.E.F., and 
two Commissioned Chaplains were sent out by the War 
Office almost immediately. Nobody can imagine that two 
Jewish Chaplains were needed for the handful of Jews in 
the B.E.F. mentioned in Mr. Catling’s dispatch! He admits 
himself that the ratio is roughly one Chaplain to a thousand 
men. Anglo-Jewry can well be proud of its service, 
patriotism, and devotion to King and Country, for there 
are many many thousands of its men and women in the 
armed Forces—-apart from those conscripted under the 
National Service Acts—Jews proud to bear arms in this 
noblest cause to end an unspeakable tyranny. 


THE FATE OF POLAND 
Causes of the Debacle 


Warning To Europe. By EDMUND PAut. Fore 
Publications, 3d, 


Reviewed by Joel Cane 


In showing the tragic story of Poland as a sad example of 
mistakes and mismanagement from which others can learn, 
Mr. Edmund Paul has certainly done a service to the 
public. If he has not said very much new he has aptly 
drawn the attention of all to the fact that Poland was 
defeated because her semi-Fascist rulers thought too much 
of themselves and not enough of the good of the people 
and country. He has brought out quite clearly how the 
persecution of the minorities, and the oppression of the 
peasants carried on by the Colonels’ regime in Poland, 
proved fatal. Other countries should learn and benefit by 
this tragic lesson. 


But if he has succeeded in showing up the faults of the - 


Polish rulers he has failed to prove—though he tries hard— 
that the invasion by Soviet Russia was in any way beneficial. 
He wrote the book, it would appear, in a hurry without 
waiting for the full reports which now show that persecu- 
tion under Russian Occupation although not so brutal as 
under German is nevertheless widespread and severe. 


ANOTHER INNOCENT ABROAD 
Blemishes on a Knowledgable Work 
These Germans, By Joun Heyoate. Hutchinson. 12s. 6d. 
Reviewed by Bruno Heilig 


This is a clever piece of “reportage” written by an 
author who knows Germany and the Germans very well, 
having travelled and worked in that country for a long 
time. Fifteen years ago he was a student in Heidelberg, 
and subsequently he paid visits to the country, at one time 
working at a film studio in Berlin. 

But the author is too innocently impressed by “ German 
strength” He did not realise that these “heroes” were 
always pitting their strength against the weak who could 
not defend themselves, such as the Jews, the Austrians, the 
Czechs, and the Poles. Only when the great Powers said: 
“So far, and no farther,” did they cry out loudly: “We 
don't want war.” 

He who gives a story of Germany from 1924 to 1939 
should tell us something about what happened to the Jews. 
Anti-Semitism was, after all, a very important part of the 
Nazi programme. But this is what Heygate writes: 

“ Eastern-looking men and voluptuous women [in the cafés] 
sat in semi-darkness and Turkish tobacco smoke eating rich 
cream cakes and sipping colfee. These were the main alterna- 
tives in Kurfuerstendamm: the beer-houses and the cafés, and 
according to your race and politics you sat in them. Occasion- 
ally the cafés would be smashed up by bands of Nazi bloods. 
But as a rule they left each other pretty well alone. In fact, 
after what I'd read in the papers I was surprised at the amount 
of Oriental-looking faces still about, Down at the Glienicke 
See, where I went for my bathing, all the best villas were still 
owned by them. The biggest limousines were usually theirs. 
Taxi-drivers in Berlin told me that the Jewish boycott had hit 
them hard. Jews had been good customers. A taxi was somewhat 
of an offence to an economically minded German bourgeois.” 

This was in 1935, It is surprising that the author could 
have uttered such superficial observations. Of course, there 
were many Jews in certain Kurfuerstendamm cafés in 1935. 
Jews hdd then no other means of entertainment or for 
meeting each other, and one cannot stay at home always. 
In only a few cafés were Jews allowed, and so natuiaitey 
these cafés were full of Jews at that time. Also, in the 
same period, tens of thousands of German Jews had to 
leave the small towns and the villages and flock to Berlin. 
As to. the rich cream cakes, Turkish tobacco, villas, and 
limousines, which the author mentions as signs of Jewish 
wealth, he himself declares that taxi-drivers complained that 
the Jewish boycott had hit them hard. That means that 
the Jews had become poor. If so, they could scarcely have 


monopolised the most expensive things, as Mr. Heygate 
insinuates, 


CANADIAN JEWISH YEAR BOOK 


This Year Book, the second issue of which has mrontty 
appeared, differs considerably in make-up from its Englis 
colleague. Nor does it resemble the “American Jewish 
Year Book,” which may be said to come midway between 
the two. One section is a yest book in the English sense, 
and the other a collection of miscellaneous short essays, not 
all of which relate to Canadian Jewry. 

To the non-Canadian, at any rate, the purely Year Book 
section is the more interesting, although there are serious 
aps, it being possible in some cases to supplement the 
information given from the English Year Book. — 

The section “ Who is Who in Canada ” is very misleading. 
It contains no biographies or personal information, which 
would be very welcome, but instead consists of two pages 
of appeal to readers to supply information about Canadian 
Jewry. 

The purpose of “ Books on Jews and Judaism ” is hard to 
see. It is neither an exhaustive nor a selected list: it is not 
limited to books in English, nor to books concerning 
Canadian Jewry. 

The Year Book is edited by Mr Vladimir Grossman and 
is published at 1,403, Bleury Street, Montreal, by the 
Canadian Jewish Year Book Registered. Its price is $2.50. 


AARON Lopez AND Jupan Touro, by Morris A. Gutstein 
(Behrman, New York, $1.50), was written for last year's 
centenary of the city of Newport, Rhode Island, which was 
a pioneer in religious toleration. It gives a popular sketch 
of the careers of a refugee and a refugee’s son, whose 
distinguished records of American citizenship carry a 
present-day moral.

The Refugees 


ITALY CLOSES FRONTIERS 
TO JEWS 


Not Even Transit Visas Permitted 
SEARCH FOR A NEW ROUTE 


Special measures rendering it difficult for Jews, regardless 
of their nationality, to enter Italy as travellers or to pass 
through the country im transit ve been taken by the 
italian authorities, The measures cannot be attributed only 
‘o their desire to prevent the entry of refugees, since they 
apply to Jews possessing American passports and wishing 
io pass through Italy en route to other destinations. 

There is considerable uneasiness in circles interested in 
conducting organised emigration of Jews from Germany. 
Since the Dutch and Belgian ports are closed, Italy is the 
only country through which Jews from Easiern and Central 
Europe can sail to Overseas Countries. 

Should Italy not modify the present restrictions, the situa- 
tion may develop in which it may not be possible to utilise 
the annual United States immigration quota. 

The possibility that Jews from Germany could sail from 
Yugoslav or Rumanian ports is virtually excluded in view 
of the present international situation and also because at 
present there is no service from these ports to North and 
South America. 

Apparently the only route which remains open is for the 
refugees to proceed from the Reich through the Baltic States 
and Finland to Petsamo, from where they could sail on 
Russian or Swedish steamers. 


Fear of Deportation to Germany 


In Italy itself, refugees are in a state of panic and fear that 
they will be deported back to Germany. Many of them are 
trying to make their way into France by crossing the frontier 
on the Riviera, or by reaching Nice on Italian fishing boats. 
About a hundred refugees have been caught during the past 
week illegally landing near Nice. Some of them had been 
ig Nazi concentration camps and bore on their bodies signs 
of torture. 

lhe French authorities have interned them in the same 
way as all German refugees in France have been interned. 
Many of them have been assigned to paid public work. 
they are all interned in disiricts remote from the combat 
zone. 

The restrictions are preventing refugees from proceeding 
to the Dominican Republic for settlement there. 150 who 
were selected in Germany and 16 who were selected in 
Switzerland have been unable to proceed to Genoa to join 
44 other pioneers selected in Rome to sail on the Italian 
liner Neptunia for Ciudad Trujillo. The liner which was 
to have sailed to-day has had its departure postponed until 
June 21, m accordance with the general postponement of 
the sailing of Italian vessels. 

The new restrictions also affect some 600 refugees now in 
Balkan countries who have United States immigration visas 
and who have booked passages on the United States liner 
Manhattan. Thev have thus far been unable to obtain 


transit visas in spite of the intervention ef the American 
Embassy. 


Details of New Order 


A Home Office Order that aliens over 16 of all nationalities 
and stateless persons must be in their homes between 
10.30 p.m. (midnight in London) and 6 a.m. comes into 
operation next Monday. The Order applics throughout the 
United Kingdom, and provides that: 

(a) Unless authorised by a police permit, no alien shall 
have in his possession or under his control any bicycle or 
motor vehicle, seagoing craft, or aircralt. 

(b) Unless authorised by a police permit, no alien -shall 
be absent from his ordinary place of residence between the 
hours of 10.30 p.m. and 6 a.m. or, in the City of London 


and the Metropolitan Police District, 12 midnight and 
6 a.m. 


(c) An alien who has no settled place of residence is 
required immediately after the coming into operation of the 
Order to report in person at the nearest police station. 

(d) If an alien comes to stay for a night in a private house 
the occupier shall forthwith report his arrival to the nearest 
police station in writing. 


Cycling To Work 


If an alien wishes to have in his possession a bicycle or 
a motor-vehicle, he must apply in writing to the police, and 
must satisfy them that it is needed for his profession, trade, 

If it is necessary for an alien to earn his livelihood to 
be away from home later than 10.30 p.m. or in London 
midnight, he should apply in writing to the police of the 
district in which he resides, and produce a letter from his 
employer. 

If an alien wants to be away from his place of residence 
for a night, he must apply to the police stating the object 
of his journey. All unnecessary travel is to be discouraged. 


Reporting Guests 
Occupiers of private houses or flats with whom any alien 
comes to stay for a night should at once send in writing to 
the nearest police station a statement giving his full name, 
nationality, the address at which he spent the preceding 
night, and the date of his arrival. His departure must be 
similarly reported.

from Nazism. It would be wise to see that families are kept 
together. It would certainly prevent the demoralisation that 
creeps in when large numbers of either sex are herded 
together for long periods. 

A great deal of harm has been caused in areas like 
Treforest and Tyneside where refugees have set up industries. 
I understand that many of these will have to close down. 
British employees—some 2,000, it is stated—will, of course, 
be affected. 

These considerations were put to the Home Office last 
week by a deputation from the Committee for the Develop- 
ment of Refugee Industries. The deputation pointed out 
that in the interests of the nation special consideration should 
be given to refugees who are key men in industries employ- 
ing Britishers and working for the export market. Further. 
the deputation made it clear that although it might be said 
that the examination by Tribunals was somewhat per- 
functory, yet as far as those who established industries 
were concerned, both they and their business history were 
thoroughly investigated by six Government Departments. 
It was urged that some arrangement should be arrived at 
whereby these refugees could still continue to work in their 
factories but under the strictest police supervision. 


“Our Calamity and Helplessness ” 


The following telegram was sent to the Committee for the 
Development of Refugee Industries from the Team Valley 
Trading Estate, Tyneside: “ We, the undersigned wives of 
interned refugee small business owners of Tyneside area, 
put our trust in you to assist us in our calamity and 
helplessness.” 

Refugee organisations are considering how best they can 
help the interned. They feel that the internment has not 
meant that their work must cease, but that it must continue; 
and that they must help the nation by seeing that good 
material is put to work for the national need. An attempt 
will be made to make all camps self-supporting in the way 
of foodstuffs. I understand that a number of highly skilled 
social workers connected with the German Emergency Com- 
mittee, a Quaker body, have offered to be interned with the 
relugees. Views about this move are mixed. Some refugees 
welcome it, others think it undesirable for Britishers to get 
themselves mixed up in this way, and consider it wiser for 
refugees to get together among themselves. 


Tragedy of Youth 


One of the greatest tragedies in the present position is 
that of the youth who attaims the age of 16. For technical 
reasons, he ts automatically given a B certificate by the 
police, pending examination by a Tribunal. But once he is 
placed in this category, he 1s immediately interned. Moves 
are afoot to get these youngsters sent into approved schools 
where they:can be given some training—agricultural in the 
main-—and some education. If they are just left in the 
camps, they will quickly become demoralised and a menace 
not only to themselves but also to society. 

As far as dependants of enemy aliens who have been 
interned are concerned, while the Government has not 
definitely accepted the responsibility for their maintenance. 
they have stated that such dependants may apply to the 
Assistance Board for allowances under the Prevention and 
Relief of Distress scheme. Refugees who have been thrown 
out of employment as a result of internments may also apply 
for relief as above. 

Applications should normally be made at the nearest 
Employment Exchange. But in cases of urgent need, they 
may be made direct to the U.A.B. Area Office.

The Hias-Ica Emigration Association (Hicem) has received 
notification from Vilnius (Vilna) :hat the Finnish Govern- 
ment has agreed to permit refugees row in Lithuania and 
Sweden to proceed from Petsamo w the United States. 
Refugees holding U.S. immigration visas wii: thus be able 
to sail from Petsamo instead of via the long and difficult 
route through Russia and Japan and across the Pacific. 

Refugees reaching Sweden from Norway will likewise be 
able to use this route if shipping facil'ties are available. 


FRANCE FINDS REFUGEES USEFUL 
[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


A decree has been issued by the French Government 
enabling aliens to sign a temporary engagement to serve im 
the Army for the duration of the war, which will be con- 
ditional on their obtaining naturalisation. They will have 
to join the forces only when their naturalisation has been 
granted. 

Forcign medical practitioners of all nationalities possessing a 
foreign degree may be authorised by the Minister of Health, 
according to a new decree of the French Government, to exercise 
their profession in France. This. decision has been adopted in 
view of the scarcity of physicians created by general mobilisation 
and the effects it may have on public health. 


Re-emigration of refugees from Switzerland to overseas 
countries still continues, although the war has interrupted 
planned re-emigration, it was reported at the annual meeting of 
the Federation of Swiss Jewish Assistance Organisations. In 
1939, 1.840 emigrants left the country: and some emigrants 
have left for the United States and Palestine since the outbreak 
of war Labour camps are now being established for refugees 
pending re-emigration.

DEPUTIES 

Reports of elections of representatives at 
the Board of Deputies have begun to filter 
through from various provincial Congrega- 
tions. Sheer curiosity moved me to spend 
a leisure hour on analysing the figures of 
attendance of Deputies in the recently issued 
report of the Board for 1939 (mainly a 
“non-war”™ period). These are the results 
(any moral I leave to be drawn by others): 
there were 375 Deputies in 1939, and Il 
meetings were held. Six Deputies attended 
all 11 meetings; 9 attended 10 meetings; 
22 attended 9; 22 attended 8; 21 attended 7; 
22 attended 6; 35 attended 5; 37 attended 4; 
3@ attended 3; 34 attended 2: 49 attended 1; 
77 attended 0; and 5 Deputies went 
unrecorded. In other words, just over a 
fifth of the Deputies didn't even attend one 
miceting (and 14 of the 77 represent London 
Synagogues). Strangely enough, some of 
these non-attenders are regularly re-elected 
from year to year! 


THE OXFORD SERVICE 

Although the services which were held in 
all Synagogues on the Day of National 
Prayer are mentioned in a comprehensive 
report. in this issue, I think there were dis- 
tinguishing features in that at the Oxford 
Synagogue which merit special mention, as 
they have a particular moral for certain 
aspects of modern events. For instance, 
when Mr. Cecil Roth delivered the address 
he wore his University cap and gown, with 
a Tallith— symbolic of the union between 
ancient faith and modern culture which are 
both challenged so viciously by the Nazis. 
Then immediately after the service. a wed- 
ding was solemnised, between two refugees 
resident in Oxford, another reminder of the 
Nazi tyranny. Finally, a collection for the 
Red Cross was made in the Synagogue.

I have just read an 
interesting article in the MELBOURNE 
HERALD, in which Walter Murdoch, an old 
student of John Morley, describes the 
ancient tribe of “ yes-buts.” (The term seems 
to have originated in the U.S.A.; a “ yes- 
bul” is a man who is enthusiastic about 


progress and improvement—in theory—but 
as soon as someone suggests the first pro- 
gressive step he hedges badly, and stammers 
his objections: “ Yes—but.. .”). Mr. 
Murdoch writes enthusiastically of the Free- 
land League scheme for Jewish. settlement 
“down under,” but expresses the fear that 
a great opportunity may be missed by the 
presence in the Federal Cabinet of “some 
resolute yes-buts.”

_ “ Though the heart of the Christian—unless 
it be of stone —must go out to the unfortunate 
Jews of Poland, there is, unfortunately, reason 
to believe that in the Russian-occupied parts of 
Poland Jews have received preferential treat- 
ment. 


MEMORIES OF MOMBACH 

Mr. David Lewis, of North London, who 
becomes an octogenarian on Sunday, 
reminds me that Manchester (where. as we 
reported recently, Mr. Lionel Blundell cele- 
brated his jubilee with the Reform Syna- 
gogue choir) can’t have it all its own way in 
the matter of choral records. Mr. Lewis, 
who is still a member of the Great Syna- 
gogue, London, Choir Committee, first sang 
in that choir seventy years ago. Mr. Lewis's 
father, Samuel Lewis, preceded him in such 
records, Over a hundred years ago, Samuel 
Lewis stood at services on the left side of 
the reading desk, the great Mombach on the 
right, and Chazan Ascher in the centre, the 
tiiree singing the first Anglo-Jewish choral 
harmonies. In 1841, the choir proper was 
formed by Mombach, and Samuel Lewis 
Seng in it as bass for fifty years. Mombach. 
who was choirmaster of both the Great and 
New Synagogues, would sometimes make 
his appearance during Maftir and the Con- 
gregation would rise in his honour.

Salads with Fruit and Vegetables 
(Continued) 


Orange and Watercress Salad 


Remove rind and pith from two oranges 
and divide into sections or cut into slices; 
chop two bunches of watercress, using stalks 
as well as leaves. Arrange the orange 
sections on crisp lettuce leaves, and surround 
with the chopped cress. Dress with French 
dressing. 

Apple and Banana Salad 


ARRANGE thin slices of banana and diced 
apple on lettuce leaves, sprinkle with lemon 
juice, and garnish with radish roses. Serve 
mayonnaise separately. 


Stuffed Tomatoes 


TAKE as many tomatoes as required, cut 
a slice off the top of each, scoop out the 
pulp, and turn upside down to drain for a 
while. Then dust with salt and pepper and 
fill with any of the following—which should 
be moistened with mayonnaise or salad 
dressing; diced cucumber and apple; any 
cold cooked vegetables such as carrots, 
potatoes, peas, or beans, diced with a little 
grated onion; diced pineapple and chopped 
nuts. Sprinkle the top with chopped 
capers and serve with shredded lettuce or 
endive, or in a nest of mustard and cress. 


American Salad 


Cooked new potatoes, | breakfastcupful;: one 

banana; diced pineapple, 2 tablespoonfuls ; 

cucumber, about 3 ins.; lettuce; parsicy. 
chopped nuts; and mayonnaise. 


Cut potato, pineapple, and cucumber into 
small cubes, add some chopped nuts and 
sliced banana, season with salt and pepper. 
and dress with mayonnaise. Arrange in a 
bowl with a border of shredded lettuce, and 
sprinkle with chopped parsley. 


Spinach Salad 


Use cooked spinach, drain thoroughly, 
and either chop or sieve it; season with salt, 
pepper, and lemon juice, and press into egg 
cups. Leave in a refrigerator or very cool 
place till required, when turn out on to 
lettuce leaves that have been sprinkled with 
French dressing, and garnish with sliced 
tomato hard-boiled egg. Serve 
mayonnaise separately. 


Cabbage Salad 


Cur a firm white-hearted cabbage into 
four, remove outer leaves and hard core, and 
wash thoraughly. Then, with a sharp knife 
or vegetable cutter, shred finely; leave in 
cold water for half an hour, then drain and 
dry thoroughly and dress with French 
dressing. Serve garnished with radish roses 
or sliced tomatoes. 

if a more piquant salad is preferred. 
sprinkle with chopped capers or chopped 


‘vinegar pickles. 


N.B.—Diced apple is also very good with 
cabbage salad. 


Raw Vegetable Salad 


ON a vegetable grater grate a cupful each 
ol carrot, turnip, and cucumber (do nof 
peel), arrange in alternate circles on a 
shallow dish, surround with watercress and 
with radish roses at intervals. Serve dressing 
separately.

M. MASARYK OPENS PALESTINE 
BAZAAR 


War Issue Dwarfs All Others 


“I am very proud to be an honorary Jew. Your worries 
are my worries and your joys are going to be my joys.” 

These words of sympathy and optimism were spoken by 
His Excellency Jan Masaryk, C.B.E., when, on Wednes- 
day afternoon in last week, he opened the London and 
Southern Counties Palestine Bazaar at Woburn House. 

The bazaar was in aid of women and children’s welfare work 
in Palestine; relief of women and child refugees from Nazi 
secution and their settlement in Palestine; and the J.N-F. 
Charitable Trust. : 

Mrs. R. Warnford Davis presided. 

Mrs. I. Sieff, the President of the Federation of Women 
Zionists, said they all knew that, looking at the great issues 
which faced them, everything that they were doing paled into 
insignificance, and in every one of their actions they had to 
ask themselves: “ How does this action affect the issues with 
which we are faced?” Let each and all of them ask them- 
selves: “ Am I doing everything I can?” Because upon the 
issue now at stake depended everything. “ If we fail,” said Mrs. 
Sieff, “ what does it matter if we buy another dunam of land 
in Palestine, or bring in another settler, or put up another brick 
in a building that won't matter ? "’ 

Mrs. — expressed her gratification at having M. Masaryk 
at her side. ; 

M. Jan Masaryk said he knew they were worried, but let 
him tell them this most emphatically: “We are going to turn 
this corner also. We have got to turn it and we are going to 
turn it.” The situation was serious. There might - dark 
moments ahead. But Right was so overwhelmingly on their side 
that it was their sacred duty to God and to their youngsters to 
hold their chins up. 

Other speakers included Mr. Aaron Wright (representing the 
J.N.F.) and Mrs. R. B. Solomon (Chairman of the Federation 
of Women Zionists).

Quinquennial Valuation 


The Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham has com- 
pleted the quinquermial valuation of Lodges and of the 
centralised funds.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


JEWISH PEACE AIMS 


The peace aims of the Jewish people, to be presented 
to the peace conference when it comes, may seem a 
rather premature idea now, while the guns are roaring. 
However, Jews must bear in mind that just as no one 
knew exactly when war would break out, no one really 
knows when peace will come to weary Europe. 

At any rate, the Too (New York) says, Jews must be 
prepared with their demands. To wait until war is over 
and peace is declared and then to begin formulating 
demands would be to court sure neglect. Jews must start 
thinking now and not postpone it to a time when the 
rearrangement of the world is in full progress. Nor is 
the task of formulating the exact peace aims of the Jews 
an easy one. Both the Balfour Declaration and the minority 
treaties, after the first World War, have left much to be 
desired in the way of practical fulfilment. The Jews should 
benefit from their mistakes of the past. The sooner and 
the more thoroughly they go into the subject of their 
demands to the world leaders sitting round the peace table, 
the better their chance of having them granted and carried 
into effect. 

Finally, the article says, it is not enough to have peace 
aims formulated; it is important to have a. great moral 
and political force behind them. This force can be 
provided only by American Jewry, if and when united. 
In the General Jewish Council a united Jewish front was 
established. However, to all intents and purposes, it was 
a false front and, what is more, it is about to crumble. If 
American Jewry is to come before the peace conference 
with any expectation of seeing Jewish peace aims granted, 
it must establish a unity strong and powerful enough to 
command respect. 


ZIONISM IN THE US.A. 


The position of Zionism in America, which was 
described some time ago in THE JEWiSH CHRONICLE, is 
commented on in the YiIppDISHE STIMME (Kovno). 

The writer maintains that the criticism directed against 
Zionist leadership in the U.S.A. applies with almost equal 
force to Zionism elsewhere. The ideological basis of 
Zionism has been weakened everywhere, he says, though 
in America it is so on a far larger scale. The blame for 
such weakening must be shared by those responsible for 
the fate of Zionism and not only on local leadership. In 
the U.S.A. the question is accentuated because pressure 
had always been brought on the Jews there to provide 
funds not only for the Jewish National Home but also for 
all other needs of Jewry in Central and Eastern Europe. 
It is not altogether surprising, in the opinion of the writer, 
that Zionist activities there have, to some extent, assumed 
a rather typically philanthropic character. 

It is inevitable, he continues, that in the constant cam- 
paigns for one Jewish emergency after another, the appeals 
are directed mainly to the sense of Rachmanuth, and hardly 
any breathing space is left for deepening the ideological side 
of Zionism and for conducting a systematic Zionist educa- 
tion. Zionism is not infrequently represented as some kind 
of relief work and not as an essential necessity for Jewry as 
a whole.’ It is inadequately emphasised that Zionism 1s as 
significant for American and other sections of Western 
Jewry as for the rest of the Jews. Zionism, as has so often 
been said, is essentially a movement aimed at revolutionising 
Jewish life and at reconstructing Jewish psychology. That 
element, however, the writer concludes, is missing in 
American Zionism. 


J. L. PERETZ 


The 25th anniversary of the death of J. L. Peretz 1s 
being observed in Jewish literary circles. One of the 
greatest forces in Yiddish, and in a lesser degree also 
in modern Hebrew literature, Peretz had a tremendous 
influence on Jewish cultural life. ae 

The charm of Peretz’s personality, a writer in the HaJnt 
(Paris) says, has not diminished through all these years. His 
creative spirit still lives and works on in Jewish literature. 
The contradictory forms in which his creative genius found 
expression have only tended to enhance the force of his 
personality. He was a Hasid and a rationalist, a cosmopoli- 
tan and a nationalist; he was bitingly ironical about con- 
servative Judaism, but at the same time glorified and praised 
the Jewish world that was passing. He challenged the old 
Jewish conceptions, welcoming stormy radicalism, but at the 
same time dreaded its approach. 

Peretz began his literary career, the writer proceeds, under 
the influence of Haskalah. His early works in Hebrew are 
typical of the spirit of the age of “ Enlightenment.” _ And 
later, when he turned to Yiddish literature, he had originally 
thought of concentrating on popular science. But his 
creative spirit prevailed, and within a short time he 
launched out with his remarkable stories and sketches which 
are significant for the history of Jewish literature, and 
perhaps also for the history of Jewish socialism. _ 

In conclusion, the writer endeavours to explain Peretz's 
approach to the folklore of Hassidism, which, he observes, 
was not a reactionary step but the result of a deeper under- 
standing and a closer insight into the psychology of the 
Jewish masses. EXAMINER.

The Ministry of Labour and National Service announces

Besides the news above, the importance of engineering 
nowadays is stressed by a memorandum issued by the Board 
of Education this week, in which technical schools and 
colleges are urged to assist in the war effort by concentrating 
on the production of gauges and jigs which are used with 
vast numbers of machine tools in the armament industry. 
Schools are asked to consider keeping their workshops open 
after the school work is over for as many hours as can 
be organised, and during these hours the workshops could 

run as a factory. The usual commercial rates for all 
that is produced will be paid by the Government Depart- 
ment concerned, Incidentally, such work, besides helping 
the country, should provide valuable additional experience 
for the engineering student. 

Last week, Miss Horsbrugh, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister of Health, appealed for 40,000 full-time nursing 
auxiliaries and 17,000 trained nurses for emergency work in 
the hospitals. King Edward's Hospital Fund for London points 
out that the girl entering hospital as a probationer is doing work 
of national importance, and that, in contrast to the nursing 
auxiliary, she is fitting herself for a professional career.

A Warning to Anglo-Jewry 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION OF CHILDREN 


At a meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish 
Education last week, Dr. M. Epstein, the Chairman, and 
Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.B.E., the Director of Jewish 
Education, stressed the need of bringing home to the 
Community the gravity of the financial position in con- 
nection with the religious education of evacuated children, 

Dr. Epstein said that if the Community did not provide 
the Joint Emergency Committee with the means to carry on 
this vital work, it would be contributing to its ultimate 
suicide. Mr. Adler, in his report on the Joint Emergency 
Committee, said they could not discharge their existing 
obligations without considerably more money and they 
could not contemplate even the possibility of doing religious 
work in a second evacuation unless the Community's help 
were considerably increased ne 

Reporting on the resumption of religious education in 
London, Mr. Adler said that a number of children some- 
thing short of 4.000 were being taught in London, compared 
with 13,000 before the war. About 3,500 children from 
London were being taught by them in the reception areas, 
so that altogether they had a little over 7,000, children as 
against the 13,000. Only a little more than half of their 
children were, therefore, being taught. 

A letter was considered from the Joint Committee for 
Religious Education of Jewish Refugee Children suggesting 
that the Central Committee or the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee should take over responsibility for the religious 
education of refugee children. 

Mr. Adler said that figures supplied by the Movement 
for the After-Care of Refugee Children showed that, apart 
from London, over 5,000 Jewish children were concerned. 
It was obvious that very large expenditure would be 
necessary, and if the funds were made available by the 
Council for German Jewry, the Joint Emergency Committee 
might be willing to undertake the work during the period 
of the war. 

It was accordingly decided to refer the matter to that body. 


Children Transferred To New Districts 


Another thing which was also much in their minds, said 
Mr. Adler, was the transfer of school children from. the 
South-East to Welsh districts. They did not want to lose 
the children, so they wrote to the Chief Billeting Officers in 
all areas to which the children had moved, asking them for 
the names and addresses of Jewish children moved to their 
districts. The Joint Committee had received prompt and 
willing replies. It was possible some children had gone to 
mining villages where there were no classes, and that meant 
probably that the Joint Committee would have to utilise 
the services on an extra day of one of the teachers in the 
district, for which he would have to be paid. But that was 
a small matter compared with the threat before them of a 
second evacuation on a large scale. If London were attacked 
they could take it that every class would close immediately 
and a large number of children would evacuate whether they 
were registered or not. They had got to provide for them 
religiously, and they had done what they could in-advance. 

But, he stressed, they must have money to enable them 
to open new centres.

LIBERAL SYNAGOGUE 
Smaller Congregation than Last Year 


Moving the adoption of the report and accounts at the 
annual meeting of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue on Sunday 
morning, Mr. Julian H. Simon said they had kept the flag 
of Liberal Judaism flying in spite of their troubles and 
difficulties. 

Mr. Simon presided in the absence of Capt. Louis H. 
Gluckstein, M.P., whose absence, he said, was due to his 
military duties. 

The Chairman referred to the Chaplaincy duties that the 
Rev. Leslie Edgar was doing for Jewish soldiers; he served 
two days a week and was doing very valuable work. 

Reviewing the year’s work, Mr. Simon said the financial 

position had given them considerable anxiety and, 
feared, would give them still more anxiety as the war con- 
tinued. Their income had fallen considerably. They had 
only had 37 new members this year as against 88 the pre- 
vious year, so that, taking into account deaths and resigna- 
tions, they had a smaller Congregation than they had last 
ear. 
, Although they had been able to reduce their expenses 
considerably, he continued, he was afraid they had not been 
able to reduce them enough to prevent the deficit still 
increasing. 

The report and accounts were seconded by Mr. Ernest M. 
Joseph, O.B.E. 

The following four members of the Council were re-elected : 
Professor M. Ginsberg: Sir Philip Hartog, K.B.E., the Hon. 
Lily H. Montagu, O.B.E., J.P., and the Hon. Mrs. Franklin. 
Mr. John Myers was elected auditor. Capt. Louis H. Gluck- 
stein. M_P.. and Mr. B. A. Levinson were re-elected representa- 
tives at the Board of Deputies and also delegates to the Council 
of the Jewish Religious Union. 

An account of the year’s work printed in the Liserat Jewtsn 
MONTHLY mentions that, to provide for those members who 
have left London,-a copy of the sermon is sent to them each 
week, and a service, with a sermon, for children is sent to those 
who have asked for it.

Mr. J. S. Stern presided at a recent meeting of the Execu- 


tive of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations. 


Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld reported on the progress in the 
various new Synagogues affiliated to the Union. He had 
addressed the Communities of the new Adath Yisroel Syna- 
gogue in Hendon and the North-West Sephardish 
Synagogue. Both Communities were taking a keen interest 
in the Union's project of establishing a communal Mikvah 
in that district. 

The Chairman reported on activities in connection with 
evacuated children. The Union co-operated, he said, with 
the Keren Hatorah in providing courses for Jewish children. 
Altogether. 27 courses were being held in Cambridge, 
Chesham, Letchworth, Northampton, Shefford, St. Ives, and 
Stotfold. 

A Special committee was working to assist the Chief 
Rabbi's (Kasher.Canteen) Committee to obtain funds and 
organise canteens in various localities.

CODIFYING HEBREW LAW 


A group of Jewish jurists, lawyers, and others interested 
have founded in London the Society for Promoting the 
Study and Codification of Hebrew Law. In the course of a 
short manifesto recently issued by the Society, it says: 

“ It is becoming clearer to many that among the fatal defects 
which have been disclosed in the body litic of the modern 
world are the failure to recognise the far-reaching extent of 
human responsibility for every form of ignorance and prejudice, 
and also the failure to understand the mortal danger of permittin 
the pursuer to be both judge and executioner in his own quarrel. 
This, in turn, involves working for the re-establishment of the 


ipo of Law and research into the origin, nature, and scope of 
aw. 


_ “At this stage, the Jewish point of view begins to have a dis- 
tinctiye value, for the Jews cas not only been the. originators 
of Law as a human institution, but have also embodied it in 
institutions of permanent human and national value.” 

The manifesto gives a comparison between Jewish and 
Nazi conceptions of law. “When the Rabbis of the 
Talmud,” it says, “ wished to express a state of anarchy and 
lawlessness they used the phrase ‘ where there is neither Law 
nor judge.’ Compare with this the recent utterance of Dr. 
Frank, the highest ‘authority’ on Law in Nazi Germany ... 
‘The pale shadows of objective law exist for us no more.’ ” 

The Society's aim is summed up in its title, as it believes 
such study and research will have much of permanent value 
to offer in the re-forming of a just world after the war. apart 
from the value a complete codification of Hebrew Law will 
have on Palestine as a rallying point for the rest of Jewry. 

Its first volume of codified Hebrew law, “The Law of 
Partnership,” has just been published by the Society, which 
intends also to hold lectures and issue an annual volume of 
“ proceedings.” The Hebrew volumes are to be translated 
into other languages.

Investments and Securities 


The grave character of the war news, culminating with the 
shock of the Belgian surrender, has overshadowed stock 
markets throughout the past week.

With the wide powers now taken 
by the Government, no doubt is felt of its ability to main- 
tain monetary conditions on the established basis and to 
finance further war borrowing on the 3 per cent. maximum 
indicated when the last War Loan was floated. 


EARNINGS ANALYSED 


The report of the African and —~ Investment Corpora- 
tion for 1939 for the first time analyses the profit and loss 
account. This shows that out of total income of £401,849, 
dividends and interest accounted for £180,710, farms revenue for

“THE PEACEFUL INN” 
Interesting Experiment with Time 


isa Play, at the Duke of York’s Theatre, employs one 
of those theatrically justifiable experiments with time to 
-ImMpress dramatically a truth too seldom grasped, 

Its author, Mr. Denis Ogden, by means of a frankly fanciful 
story in which various visitors to an inn suddenly find that they 
have travelled backwards in time, gives us a vivid glimpse of 
what may be called the “ relative totality " of events. Thus, 
whether we have a middle-aged lady who had somehow built 
self-respect upon a paltry journalistic job and finds her pride 
steadily dying, or a young clergyman wbeee foundation of faith 
is feebly collapsing, or a wife who despises her husband because 
she believes him a coward and thus makes him one—in all 
these cases that seem to set irretrievably for ill, a glimpse 
afforded to the people of the fact that on balance and in the 
longer view good predominates, leads them to perceive the pro- 
cess in themselves. Having seen the truth, the “ cure ” of their 
despair must needs follow. 

The theme ts undoubtedly interesting and the play is helped 
by very fclicitous dialogue. The characters in such a work 
require no great solidity. Admirably played by Louise Hampton,

Standing. With that cunning so typical in such cases, the wife 
very quickly scents out the relationship that has developed between 
her husband and the children’s governess. Here the author’s story 
is least plausible, for while the homicidal violence of the ex- 
lunatic is the means of, as it were, clearing her mind the animal 
emotions evoked by the situation are perfectly normal and have 
produced just as murderous reactions in periectly sane women, 
: But the play steadily holds the interest, and in addition to Miss 
Couper's notable performance there is good work from Miles 
Otway, Marcus Barron, and Joan Greenwood

The tale of The Swiss Family Robinson as shown on the

MUSIC 


A MODERN MIRIAM 
Mary Bonin Sings Bloch’s Psalm Settings 


I dropped in at Mary Bonin’s recital at Wigmore Hall on 
Sunday afternoon, intending to go on after a little while to 
the second of the Bloch recitals. But from her programme 
I found that Miss Bonin was singing some unusual Kodaly 
towards the end, and, last of all, two of Bloch’s Psalm 
settings. And these latter are to be heard even more rarely 
than Bloch’s Quintet: so remained. 

Mary Bonin began with a group of old English songs, by 
Purcell, Ford, and Bartlett, which perhaps needed a rather 
more intimate treatment than the artist gave them on this 
occasion, though I have heard her, in smaller halls, render 
similar things even more delightfully. Scarlatti, Pergolesi, 
and again Scarlatti followed, being sung with real power 
and dramatic conception,— perhaps too dramatic a con- 
ception for songs which strictly speaking are lyrical. In the 
Gluck Aria “ Divinités Du Styx” the artist's dramatic 
powers had full olay, and conveyed a tremendous sense of 
restrained passion. 

Of the Kodaly songs, I liked the “Stay Sweet Bird” 
better, for its truer sense of lyricism. The two Bloch 
settings, of Psalms 137 and 114, were a remarkable climax 
to an outstanding recital. As Mary Bonin sang “ When 
Israel went out of Egypt.” so moving and sincere was her 
passion that with but little imagination one could visualise 
her as a modern Miriam.
